QNE OF DORSEY’S ROUTES UNDER 
CONSIDERATION. 

SERVICE FOR WHICH THE PAY WAS IN- 
CREASED FROM $2,745 To $81,848— 
QUARRELING AMONG THE LAWYERS— 
JUDGE WYLIH’S VIEW OF THE GOVERN- 

' MENT’S CASE. 


WasHINGTON, June 22.—In the star route 
trial to-day the Government finished its evi- 
dence relating to the route from The Dalles to 
Baker City, Oregon, and began to submit tes- 
timony concerning the route from Garland to 
Yarrott City, in Colorado. Counsel for Gen. 
Brady attempted to show, in cross-examina- 
tion, that he would not, in the usual 
tourse of business, know of the failure to 
perform'expedited service on the Oregon route. 
The entire afternoon was consumed in putting 
in the record evidence upon the Colorado 
route. This route was let to John W. Dorsey, 
at $2,745 per annum. It was then 288 miles 
long, and the service was one trip a week on 
a schedule of 168 hours, or less than 2 miles an 
hour. Before the term began the extension of 
& railway caused 116 miles to be cut 
off at the eastern end. There were 
many petitions and recommendations 
from Senators and other prominent 
persons, asking for more trips and a shorter 
schedule, Additional trips were ordered and the 
speed was increased to about three and a half 
miles an hour. By these changes the pay was 
raised to $18,413. In February, 1881, the pay 
was again raised to $31,343. Postmasters and 
others complained that the new schedule was 
50 fast that the mails could not be carried in 
accordance with it. 

While Col. Bliss was reading the petitions 
and recommendations, the court asked if he 
claimed that the orders went beyond what had 
been asked. Col. Bliss replied that the prose- 
cution claimed that many of the petitions did 
not correctly state the facts, and that Gen. 
Brady knew it. The bulk of the petitions were 
genuine, but Brady had done what he ought 
not to have done, in view of all the evidence 
before him. The defense insisted that all of 
the petitions should be read, on the ground 
that they vindicated Brady. The court 


said that if they tended to show that 
Brady had abused his trust he would not 
excludethem. Mr. McSweeny asked that they 
should be put in, and indicated that the defense 
might, after the Government’s evidence should 
have been finished, make a motion to arrest 
the trial, and ask the court to say if a case had 
been made out. The court said thatif sucha 
motion should be made to bring the trial to an 
snd without going to the jury he would look 
at all the papers. 

There is considerable feeling between the 
Government’s counsel and some of the counsel 
for the defense. The latter have frequently 
intimated that the Government was not put- 
ting in all the record, but were withholding 
some of the oe. and have seemed to desire 
to throw doubt upon the papers, and to show 
that they were not properly cared for while in 
possession of the Government. The Govern- 
ment’s counsel have repeatedly assured the de- 
fense that they would produce and putin every 
paper bearing upon the orders in question. 
Another colloquy about certain papers this 
morning resulted in an announcement by Mr. 
Merrick that hereafter the defense must get 
the papers in the usual way, because they 
would not furnish them as they had _ been 
doing. Thereupon Col. Bliss, Inspector Wood- 
ward, and Seeond Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Elmer were subpcenaed by the defense to 
bring in certain papers relating to the route 
before Dorsey began service on it. Later in the 
day Col Ingersoll arose and said that as notice 
of non-intercourse had been given by the Gov- 
ernment’s counsel he would ask the Govern- 
ment’s counsel not to address him hereafter. 
Mr. Merrick replied that, as for himself, he 
would not allow Col. Ingersoll to address him, 
and would prevent his associates from doing 
50 if possibie. Col. Ingersoll quickly respond- 
ed that Mr. Merrick couldn’t prevent him from 
addressing him. ‘* You can’t do it,” said he, 
**nor a hundred like you.” He then manifested 
a desire to settle the matter then and there. 
The court at this poipt interfered and closed 
the colloquy. 

The long arguments of yesterday forenoon, 
made by counsel for the defense for the pur- 
pose of excluding the testimony of the drivers, 
by which the fraudulent character of the Peck 
adidavit was shown, drew from the court a 
ruling which indicated the court’s view of the 
case uu, to that point. As Judge Wylie has 
said, his patience is inexhaustible, and although 
he has said that at times he has thought that 
the defense is trying the case for the purpose 
of getting exceptions he rarely refuses to 
listen to argument, even when the point has 
already been argued several times. in mak- 
ing a ruling yesterday he said: 

“‘Now, the Government in this case bas under- 
taken a mighty task. It has combined some seven 
or eight defendants in one conspiracy, and it has 
charged that the subjects of the conspiracy were 
19 different contracts and sub-contracts, and it has 
undertaken to make out its case against all these 
defendants under this combination of contracts 
and sub-contracts, and under charges specially 
petting forth the overt acts done whey conspira- 
tors and through the medium of the Post Office 
gg gen od and the Treasury Department, and it 

s a scheme of the most comprehensive char- 
acter. and one which it is called to establish 
That is all. But the court, in looking at the offer of 
evidence in any particular case, must regard the 
evidence in relation te the comprehensiveness of 
this indictment and of the scheme of the prosecu- 
tion. It is necessary that there should be a con- 
Bpiracy. If the conspiracy be established, as 
charged in this indictment, then it compre- 
hends all these 19 or 2 different con- 
tracts and the service under those contracts. 
a the relation of the conspiracy those contracts 
come blended. They are put into the concern 
as constituting one capital. The law in regard to 
the overt act, in pursuance of the conspiracy, re- 
quires one overt act. And one overt act by any 
one of the conspirators is enough for the purpose 
of the prosecution. The conspiracy must be made 
out. Rp conspiracy is different from a combination 
in this. that the conspiracy must have a corrupt 
character. A combination ora —_. is law- 
ful. If all these parties had entered into a 
combination, each one to put in his con- 
tract or his sub-contract ss his contribu- 
tien to the common capital, with a view of 
ividing the profits, that would have been perfect- 
i. lawful, There would be nothing wrong that, 
sither morally or in the eye of the law. That 
would not, of course, be the subject of a criminal 
rosecution. It was necessary, therefore, not only 
hat there should be a combination, but that there 
hould be an evil combination—that is, a con- 
purpose. It is not required 


iracy with an evil 
that the indictment, in charging the evil purpose, 


shall set ows the specific act to be proved. It is 
necessary that the indictment shall contain some 
avermenrt to change the lawful combination into 
an uvlawful conspiracy, and that is done 
when the indictment charges the combination 
first, and then charges that it was done for the 
purpose of committing a fraud upon the Govern- 
ment by means of false petitions, false papers, false 
afidavits, and so on. * * * In my view the 
conspiracy has not yet been made out. We are 
going along in that direction, but with what suc- 
cess for the Government or with what failure for 
the Government, the future alone will be able to 
disclose. For the present, regarding the evidence 
as respects this route as tending te show that there 
‘was afraud on the part of one of these defend- 
ants alleged to be a member of the conspiracy, 
that there was a fraud contemplated by him in his 
conduct of that route, for which he was the con- 
tractor, and in contemplation of the future prog: 
of this cause, in which the Government will 
required to show that this fraud was put in as a 
art of the common capital stock of this concern, 
4 shall allow the evidence to go in.” 
Mr. Ingersoll—It does not go in as an overt act, 
Mr. Merrick—It is not offered for that purpose. 
The Court—It does not goin as an overt act at 
gil, but merely for the purpose of enabling the jury 
to say whether this was a lawful combination be- 
fween enterprising men in the pursuit of a lawful 
urpose or whether it was fraudulent and counter- 
eit paper put into the capital stock. 
The Government has had no difficuly in 
roving fraud in connection with the routes 
under consideration. That roof is abundant. 
The Government is required also to prove con- 
Bpiracy, and it is against the effort to 
prove conspiracy that the defendants’ law- 
ers are using all their skill and energy. 
‘Conspiracy,” said Judge Wylie yesterday, 
*‘cannot be proved directly, beeause they 
are generally formed in secret and the public 
can only reach information in regard to the 
eonspiracy by the acts of the parties them- 
gelves and m circumstances tending or 
pointing in that direction, and if those acts 


and circumstances in the end should be suffi- 
Cient to satisfy the jury that there was a com- 
bination, that is enough.” 

Counsel for the Government regard the evi- 
dence aleeehy in as containing a great seine 
very strong indications of conspiraey. On al- 
most every route they have brought all the 
defendants in connection with each other as 
contractors, agents, sub-contractors, or officers 
making orders. They are at the same time, 
in the course of the evidence, proving overt 
acts. The case is an intricate one, owing to the 
many circumstances and documents, and the 
Seotieg character of the business. As the Gov- 
ernment proceeds with the routes, the meaning 
and theory of the prosecution will become 
plainer to the jury. The indications of con- 
spiracy, and the acts and circumstances which 
can be explained only upon the hypothesis of

™A caucus of Democratic members of the 
House of Representatives was held to-night.

An agreement was reached by 
the members present to vote in favor of tak- 
ing off the taxes on tobacco, cigars, and fer- 
mented liquors and also the special license 
taxes. It wasalso decided thatin case the 
proposed amendments to the bill are rejected, 
a motion should be offered to recommit the 
bill to the Committee on Ways and Means 
with instructions to report a bill abolishing 
all internal revenue taxes except those upon 
whisky and whisky dealers. 


THE COUNTRY’S CROPS. 
a 
PROSPECTS IN THE NORTH-WEST—FAVOR- 
ABLE REPORTS FR@M KENTUCKY. 

CarcaGco, June 22.—McCormick, Adams & 
Co., of this city, give the following in addition to 
the notes of crop outlook published two or three 
days ago: In canvassing the crop outlook in what 
we term the North-west, viz., Iowa, Nebraska, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Dakota, we find, as we 
anticipated early in the season, a very large reduc- 
tion in the acreage of the Spring wheat crop, par- 
ticnlarly in lowa, Wisconsin, and Southern Minne- 
sota, or that portion of the territory which is re- 
garded as tributary to this market. The estl- 
mates of our correspondents indicate a decrease 


of wheat acreage in this territory of 20 to 25 per 
cent, as compared with last year, a small decrease 
in Nebraska. and a large increase in Northern 
Minnesota and Dakota. Some portions of Northern 
Iowa, Minnesota, and Wisconsin have suffered for 
want of rain and complain of the season having 
been cold and backward, but recent rains 
have falien in those localities, and in general we 
get very favorable reports as to the outlook 
for growing small grains in the North- 
west. The acreage of corn and oats we 
find generally and very largely increased 
over former years in the North-west, and reports 
are almost universally favorable as to the outlook 
for a large yield of oats, but the corn crop Is re- 
ported as very backward almost throughout, and 
the grass crop as having had a slow and light 
growth thus far. Nebraska, Southern Iowa, and 
ortions of Dakota have suffered from long con- 
inued rains, but, with the exception of the back- 
wardness of the corn and grass crops, we regard 
the agricultural outlook in the North-west as very 
favorable. 


Lovisvi.LEz, Ky., June 22.—The State Bu- 
reau of Agriculture, in its report just issued, says: 
‘*Eleven million bushels isthe largest estimated 
wheat crop Kentucky has ever raised. With the 
certainty of not less than 10 per cent. more in 
acreage to wheat than in any previous year, 
and the assurance of an extra yiel in 
every section of the State, it cannot be 
far wrong to plaee the present crop at 
12,500,000 to 18,000,000 bushels; it 
may be more. No damage is reported to the oat 
crop from worms. The acreage is larger than last 
year, and the crop promises to be unusually fine. 
The corn crop is larger than usual and the stand 
better than for years. Notwithstanding the scarcity 
of corn and provender for work stock, the 
crop is reported as generally in good con- 
dition. The acreage is from 10 to 15 

er cent. more than that of last ear. 

he season bas been adapted to the wth of 
hemp, and it will be of usual height, and if it linta 
well will produce a large average yield to the 
acre. Tobacco has displaced it to some extent, 
and the acreage is therefore a considerable per 
cent, short of that of last year. The tobacco crop 
is much larger than ever before. The season for 
setting could not have been more favorable. The 
plants have been abundant, and almost all 
the ground intended for tobaeco has already 
been set. With favoring seasons the crop 
will be unusually large. The principal increase in 
this crop isin the white Burley a There is 
every indication of a large crop of potatoes. 
The wet weather has produced symptoms of 
rot in some instances, not to an alarming ex- 
tent, however. The general disappearance of the 
Colorado beetle this year is observable. They have 
to a large extent been drowned out ar the exces- 
sive rain-fall of last Winter. Cattle and hogs 
are very scarce, and in five or six coun- 
ties in the State hog cholera has made 
its appearance; the losses from it go far have not 
been very great. Many meadows bave been ut- 
terly destroyed by worms, nothing being left but 
stem ors ; others that have escaped the rav- 
ages of worm: are so filled up with white blossoms 
as to be onmpers vely worthless. The clover 
fields wereso kill out last year by extreme 
drought that, taking the meadows in their condition 
and the clover fielas in theirs, the showing for the 
hay crop is a slim one indeed. 


ATCHISON, Kan., June 22.—Harvesters are 
busy all over Kansas, even in northern sections. 
The yield will exceed the estimete of a month ago, 
and wheat will in many sections turn out 25 to 40 
bushels of wheat to the acre, and of the very best 
quality. Rye and oats are equally good, and both 
are beyond all danger. Corn is now growing mag- 
nificently, the acreage being larger than ever, and 
farmers are consequently happy.

THE CIVIL SERVICE CAMPAIGN. 

Boston, June 22.—The circular of the New- 
York Civil Service Association, directed to Govern- 
ment office-holders and workmen, informing them 
that, in the opinion of counsel, as the mem- 
vers of the Congressional committee from 
whom the recent assessment circular issued are 
officers of the United States Government, office- 
holders are liable, under the United States statutes, 
to punishment by fine, or removal from office, or 
both. in case they subscribe as requested, and 
advising them to prucently refrain from com- 

lying with the request of the committee, made 
ts appearance to-day in the Navy-yard, Post Office, 
and Custom-house. Navy-yard employes, as a 
rule, have thus far withheld thelr subscriptions, 
and it is said that a very small proportion only of 
the Government omplayee bere in any department 
have yet made favorable response.

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POLITICS AND POLITICIANS 


THE PROSPECTS OF THE CAMPAIGN 
IN O#10. 

A TALK WITH A VETERAN OBSERVER—THE 
REPUBLICANS EXPECTED TO CARRY SIX- 
TEEN OF THE TWENTY-ONE CONGRES- 
BIONAL DISTRICTS. 

CINCINNATI, June 22.—A veteran observer 
of the political contests in Ohio, who has just 
made a close survey of the prospects of the 
Congressional candidates over the State, said 
to-day that the situation is not the most assur- 
ing to the Republicans. The sanguine party 
leaders, he continued, believe that 16 of the 21 
districts can be carried by the Republicans, 
State Senator Hollingsworth, however, who 
was Chairman of the recent State Convention, 
is in doubt whether the Republicans will be 
able tocarry more than 12 districts. He places 
the two Cincinnati districts in the Democratic 
column, and regards the Third and Fifteenth 
as doubtful. In the Third District the Repub- 
lican majority is usually 800. But it contains 
a strong element who sympathize with the 
liquor trade, which renders it certain 
that the Republicans will have their 
majority seriously reduced, and it will 
not be surprising if a Democratic ma- 
jority should take its place. In the Fif- 


teenth District the same conditions are report- 
ed, and the Republicans have a majority of 
only 500 with which to meet the liquor-dealers’ 
influence. In the Cincinnati districts the sit- 
uation is invoived in much doubt. Major But- 
terworth, who is now serving his second term 
in Congress, wlll probably be renominated by 
the Republicans. His majority two years ago 
was 1,279; all that he has to fear is the dis- 
pleasure of the Germans and the liquor men 
on account of the passage by the Legisla- 
ture of the liquor and Sunday are 
but this, though it is disappearing 
to some extent, is still a very serious matter. 
Major Butterworth may be able to pull 
through, but his chances are equally good of 
suffering a serious defeat. in the Second Cin- 
cinnati district Gen. Young, the present Con- 
gressional Representative, will probably not 
attempt to secure a renomination. He is said 
to have in expectation a snug position from 
President Arthur. In his place the Repub- 
licans will probably put forward Amor 
Smith, whom Gen. Young caused to 
be removed from the office of Collector 
of Internal Revenue. It was predicted 
at the time that the removal of Mr. Smith 
would result in his being given Gen. Young’s 
place in Congress. The prediction will be ful- 
filled provided only that the Germans do not 
go over to the Democrats in too great num- 
bers. If the Cincinnati districts can be car- 
ried by the Republicans the doubtful ones in 
the interior of the State can also be carried, 
and the members of the lower house of Con- 
gress from Ohio will stand 16 Republicans and 
5 Democrats. Such an estimate is liable, how- 
ever, to modifications on election day in favor 
of the Democrats.

THE TENNESSEE BOURBONS. 
GEN. BATE NOMINATED BY THE READJUST- 
ERS—THE STATE CREDIT MEN BOLT. 

NasHVILLE, June 22.—The platform 
adopted by the Readjuster Democrats, and 
upon which Gen. W. B. Bate was nominated 
for Governor at midnight last night, de- 
clares the recent settlement of the State debt 
at 60—3, 4,5, 6—as unwise, because it is not 
in accord with the views of the people. It 
also declares that there is a portion of 
the State debt, such as the bonds issued 
for building our Capitol, for the purchase of 
the Hermitage capital, &c., and commonly 
known as the State debt proper, with ac- 
crued interest, the validity of which has 
never been disputed by any portion 
of the party. ‘‘We consider it,” it says, 
“a valid and sacred obligation of the State 


and favor the payment of the same in 
full; and we tender to our creditors 
a settlement of the remainder of the 
State debt by paying one-half the principal 
and accrued interest, by issuing the bonds of 
the State bearing interest at the rate of 3 per 
cent. perannum.” The State Credit Democrats 
who withdrew from the convention yesterday 
because of the adoption of the foregoing plat- 
form held a conference to-day, and decided 
to call a convention, to be held in Nashville 
July 11, to nominate a candidate for Gov- 
ernor. The State Credit Democrats are very 
hopeful of success in the eoming campaign. 

Gen: Bate, the nominee of the Readjust- 
aud educated in Sumner 
County, Tenn. When the Mexican war 
broke out he enlisted at New- 
Orleans and afterward became a member 
of Cheatham’s Tennessee regiment. He was 
elected First Lieutenant of Capt. Hatten’s 
company, and was elected Adjutant of that 
regiment. On returning home he became 
editor of his county paper, the Tenth Legion, 
which position he retained until elected to the 
Legislature. In 1549 he was graduated 
at the Lebanon Law School, and pene 
practicing at Gallatin two years later. 6 
was elected Attorney-General for his dis- 
trict, which included Nashville, in which 
position he has achieved great legal 
renown. At the breaking out of the 
late war he enlisted as a private and was 
elected Captain of his company. He suc- 
cessivel ame Lieutenant-Colonel, Col- 
onel, Seiesiier and Major General, with 
which latter rank he surrendered in 
North Carolina in May, 1865. Im 1876 he was 
the Elector for the State at large on the 
Tilden and Hendricks ticket, and made 
@ canvass with the Hon. Henry 8. Foote 
and the Hon. H. H. Pettibone. He was a 
member of the Democrative National Execu- 
tive Committee for about 12 years, 
and made an able and active committeeman. 
In the last Gubernatorial contest he stood be- 
tween the two wings of his party, while war- 
ring against each other, and did all he could 
to bring them together.

A SALT-WATER GEYSER IN OHIO. 

CINCINNATI, June 22.—A salt-water “‘ gey- 
ser’ near Saint Bernard, a few miles north of this 
city, attracted a throng of visitors to-day. The 
flow is from an artesian well which was sunk for 
manufacturing purposes. At the depth of 264 feet 
a vein was struck which, it was found, was not 
strong enough to hold the desired supply. With 
difficulty the well was sunk 24 feet deeper, when 


the pulsations became so strong that further work 
had to be given up. It was now discov- 
ered that a new veifit had been tapped, 
which was yielding water with a strong 
salty taste. Prof. Wayne was summoned and an 
an is of the water made, which shows that it is 
of a temperature of 56° and is charged witha 
variety of substanees, but particularly with salt. 
The flow is equal te about 90 gallons a minute, and 
that amount of water contains a bushel of 
salt. The pulsations of the well are 380 
to the minute. No such vein of water 
has ever before been found in this part 
of the sonatas. The inbabitants for miles around 
visited the well to-day and carried home with them 
quantities of the salt for domestic uses. The 
owner of the well belleves it can be made very 
valuable. A large number of artesian wells have 
been sunk from time to time about Cincinnati, all 
of which yield sulphur water. A salt well is some- 
thing entirely new.

THE HUMILIATED KHEDIVE 


ARABI PASHA STILL PLOTTING HI8 
OVERTHRO W. 

THE DESTRUCTION OF THE SUEZ CANAL 
SAID TO BE ONE OF HIS PLANS—MEET- 
ING OF THE EUROPEAN CONFERENCE— 
THE KHEDIVE DECIDES NOT TO GO TO 
CAIRO. 


ALEXANDRIA, June 22.—The exodus of 
Europeans is diminishing. Much sensation 
has been caused by an official violently de- 
nouncing Europeans at a reeeption given by 
the Khédive. It is understood that Sir Edward 
Malet and M. Sienkiewiez, the British and 
Freneh Consuls-General, respectively, refuse 
to held intercourse with the new Ministry. 

Dervisch Pasha has received a telegram 
from the Sultan instructing him to use his ef- 
forts to induce Arabi Pasha to proceed to Con- 
stantinople before the first sitting of the 
conference, and stating that the Sultan 
is satisfled with the attitude of Arabi 
Pasha. Itis believed that Arabi will decline 
to ge to Constantinople. The Sultan has also 
telegraphed to the Khédive expressing satis- 
faction at his course, and promising to use 
every means to strengthen his authority. 

The Governor of Alexandria, President of 
the commission of inquiry into the cause of 
the recent riot, who has displayed fairness and 
intelligence, has been superseded as President 
of the commission by the Minister of Finance 

The Khédive has abandoned the idea of 
going to Cairo. It is generally believed that 
if he had. gone there he would not have re- 


turned alive. The fleet here consists of 7 Eng- 
lish ships, 7 French, 2 Greek, 1 Italian, 1 Aus- 
trian, 1 German, 1 American, 1 Kussian, and 1 
Turkish. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 22.—The Ambassa- 
dors met to-day at the British Embassy, but 
no conference was held, because’ the 
German and Austrian representatives had 
not received their instructions. Lord Dufferin 
and the Marquis de Noailles, the Britlsh and 
French Ambassadors, received detailed instruc- 
tions last evening. The Porte has telegraphed 
a circular to its representatives abroad reiter- 
erating that the conference is unnecessary. 

PaRIs, June 22.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day, M. de Freycinct, Prime Minister, 
said that Franceand England have given their 
Ambassadors instructions fixing as the basis 
of the cenference the re-establishment of the 
rights of the Sultan, the maintenance of the 
rights of the Khédive, the preservation of the 
liberties of Egyptians and the observance of 
the international engagements of Egypt. The 
powers, he said, would sign a_ protocol 
forbidding them to seek any advantage 
outside of the bases of the conference. 
The Government had in no degree resigned 
their independence, If, contrary to al) ex- 
—— they found themselves confronted 

y a solution inconsistent with their dignity 
they would resume liberty of action, but they 
were convinced that the existing accord would 
continue. 

Lonpon, June 22,—Sir Charles Dilke made a 
declaration touching the bases of the conference 
in the House of Commons this afternoon similar 
to that made by M. de Freycinet in the 
French Chamber of Deputies. He also con- 
firmed the statement that Sir Edward Malet 
and M. Sienkiewiez have been instructed to do 
—— implying recognition of the new Egyp- 
tian Ministry. 

The official correspondence relative to the 
Egyptian question is published. It shows 
that Prince Bismarck, on the subject of inter- 
vention in Egypt, is favorable to inter- 
vention by the Sultan as the sover- 
eign of Egypt, but would not oppose 
any other proposal sanctioned by the concert 
of the powers. On Feb. 22 M. de Freycinet 
—— to Lord Lyons, the British Ambas- 
sador at Paris, strong objection to armed in- 
tervention by the Porte, considering the object 
of the powers to be to render forcible inter- 
vention unnecessary. The correspondence 
shows that France first proposed the sending 
of iron-clads to Egypt. 

It is ascertained from official sourees that 
there is no truth in the rumors with reference 
to troubles in the Cabinet in consequence of 
objections to intervention in Egypt. The 
rumors are attributed to the devices of oper- 
ators in Egyptian securities on the Stock Ex- 
change. 

It is reported that the correspondent of the 
New-York Herald at Alexandria was beaten 
by an Arab to-day, but was not much hurt. 

The torpedo depot ship Hecla sailed from. 
Portsmouth to-day for Egypt. She has on 
board a vast store of explosives, several tor- 
pedo-boats, and a detachment of marines. 

DuBLIN, June. 22.—The iron-elad Belleisle 
has been suddenly ordered to proceed from 
Kingstown to Egypt. She will reinforce the 
ships guarding the Suez Canal. 

Vienna, June 22.—In view of the precedent 
of the fruitless conference in regard to 
the affairs of Greece, the Vienna Presse 
says that Germany, Austria, and Italy 
have declined to take part in the con- 
ference at Constaotinople without the 
gee. aa and against the will of Turkey. 

he conference is based, the Presse says, upon 
the idea that the decisions will be executed by 
the Sultan, and the concurrence of Turkey is, 
therefore, indispensable. 

MADRID, June 22.—In the Chamber of Dep- 
uties to-day the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
replying to an interpellation, said nobody had 
solicited Spain to take part in the conference 
at Constantinople. 

Lonpon, June 28.—Anm Alexandria corre- 
spondent telegrapbs that he is informed on the 
best authority that if France and England in- 
terfere actively in Egyptian affairs Arabi 
Pasha wiil blow up the Suez Canal, cut 
the railway to Cairo and oppose the landing 
of European troops in Alexandria. If beaten, 
he will retire to the desert, where he is prom- 
ised the my of 30,000 Bedouins, artisans 
of Prince Halim. The Egyptian Ministry are 
prepared to sanction the above on patriotic 


grounds. 

The Daily News says the reports of differ- 
ences in the Cabinet on the Egyptian question 
are without the shadow of foundation. 

A dispatch from Marseilles says: ‘‘ Five 
more iron-clads have been ordered to put their 
armament in readiness for active service.

THE DEBATE ON REPRESSION. 
THE OPERATION OF THE ALIEN ACT UNDER 
DISCUSSION-—THE CLOTURE. 

Lonpon, June 22.—In the House of Com- 
mons Sir Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, replying to an inquiry by Baron de 
Worms, said he believed there were still some 
American citizens imprisoned in Ireland. Mr. 
Gladstone, replying to a question by Mr. 
Joseph Cowen, said that five weeks ago he

The Hovseof Commons in committee this 
evening resumed the consideration of the Re- 
pression bill, taking up clause 12, which pro- 
vides for the application of the Alien act to 
aliens in Ireland. Mr, Healy moved an 
amendment limiting the duration of the oper- 
ation of the Alien act, as applied in this bill, to 
one year instead of three years. Mr. Trevel- 
yan, Chief Secretary for Ireland, said 

e@ object of the clause was to enable 
the Government to get at those who 
were believed to be at the bottom of most 
of the crimes committed in Ireland. He 

uoted as evidence a passage from the United 

rishman, declaring thatif the English would 
not quit Ireland peaceably, they would meet 
the fate of Cavendish and Burke. Mr. Trevel- 
yan added that the Government knew that a 
number of the most dangerous characters in 
Ireland were aliens. Mr. Healy’s amendment 
was rejected by a vote of 72 to 83. 
Mr. Morgan Lloyd, Liberal, moved an 
amendment applying the Alien act 
to the whole United Kingdom. After some 
discussion Mr. Gladstone proposed to allow the 
amendment to stand over until report was 
made, when it would be proposed for the ac- 
ceptance of the House, so that fuller consider- 
ation might be given it, Mr. Lioyd’s amend- 


ment was agreed to by avoteof 228 to 51. 
Progress was reported on clause 12. The de- 
bate still continues.

THE LOST ESCAMBIA. 


CAPTAIN AND PILOT GIVE CONFLICTING TESs- 
TIMONY. 

San FRANCISCO, June 22.—The Consular 
court of inquiry regarding the loss of the steamer 
Escambia convened in the British Consul’s office this 
morning, consisting of Consul Booker, Capt. Roper, 
of the British steamer Auger Head, and Capt. Joy, 


of the British steamer Canopus. Capt. Purvis. 
of the Eseambia, testified that the vessel’s speed 
was slowed without orders from him; she 
fell off, seas boarded her in rapid succession, 
and she foundered in a few minutes; 
knew no cause for stopping the engine; 
considered the vessel to be in rfectly 
seaworthy condition, and not overloaded; her 
ballast tanks were empty; there were about 
40 tons of coal on deck; the Officers 
were sober, and ali behaved well until 
toward the last, when there was somewhat of a 
panic in getting out the boats. The rest of the 
testimony was in accordance with previous dis- 
patches. Arthur McCracken, stevedore, who 
superintended the loading of the ship, 
considered her properly loaded according to the ous- 
tom of the port. Capt. Bingham, stevedore, testified 
tothe same effect. Third Engineer Walker said he 
had just gone off duty at the time of the 
disaster. Up to that time the engine had been 
working satisfactorily. No heated journals were 
noticed and no decrease of speed until the vessel 
was pretty well over. His attention was taken 
up otherwise. He went on the bridge to see what 
caused the heeling. He was on the bridge about 
25 minutes. He notieed no decrease of speed 
until just before she went over. She had 
very little list before she shipped the seas, and he 
thought they caused the list. Pilot Rogers, who 
took the ship to sea, said she had an unusual 
list to port when he toek charge of her. The 
Captain said it was nothing. On changing her 
course she listed to starboard again; called the 
Captain’s attention to it. He said it 
di not matter; could see then that 
there was a nasty sea outside; any 
vessel losing her way on the bar in such a 
sea, falling into the trough! and shipping 
seas, woul founder. The ship had _ to 
slow down while in the bay. The Captain 
atmy request inquired at the engine-room and re- 
ported hot oo I thought then it would be very 
dangerous if she had to slow down while on the bar. 
If she had been in ballast only there would have 
been no danger. The cook and steward were ex- 
amined, but,gave no testimony of importance.

BANK CHARTERS RENEWED 


THE SENATE PASSES THE BILL BY 
A LARGE MAJORITY. 

‘THREE SECTIONS ADDED TO THE HOUSH 
MEASURE, EMBRACING THE SHERMAN 
FUNDING SCHEME—THE DEBATE CLOSED 
PROMPTLY AT 5 O'CLOCK AND THE BILE 
PASsED—84 TO 13. 


Wasuineton, June 22.—By a large mae 


jority the Senate to-day passed the bill ena- 
bling national banks to extend their corporate 
existence. Since the bill came from the House 
it has undergone important modifications, and 
it goes back three sections longer than it was 
when the House passed it. The additional sec< 
tions attached in the Senate embody the Sherx 
man 3 per cent. funding scheme, Mr. Beck’s 
provision punishing overcertification of check 
and Mr. Allison’s gold certificate proposition. 
In order to secure the entire afternoon for 
debate the Anthony rule was rescinded for the 
day, and the discussion on the Bank bill began 
atlo’clock, Mr. Vest’s proposed substitute 
for the bill was pending, but Mr. Morgan pre« 
sented an amendment, the nature of which 
was similar to that of Mr. Beck, making all 
money of the Government, including silver, 
legal tender for all obligations. Speaking 
to Mr. Vest’s substitute, Mr. Coke attacked 
the entire national bank system as evil in 
its influence. “If there ever was & 
time,” he said, ‘‘which I deny, when 
they were wise and expedient, that time hag 


passed.”” Mr. Coke complained generally and 
perh aps repeated his sh in executive ses< 
sion, when he ridieuled the Tariff Commission 
asa collection of respectable, medioere gen< 
tlemen, who might be expected to make a re- 
port to suit the monopolists, for whom Mr. 
Coke has a very strong antipathy. Following 
Mr. Coke came Mr. Call, who also spoka 
against the bill. Mr. Morgan, who did not share 
in Mr. Coke’s apprehensions, declared that 
he was not hostile to the national banks. They 
were wisely established in the beginning and 
were useful now. Although the men engaged 
in conducting them were maki profits, 
Congress held them in control and could at 
avy time restrain them. He did not think it 
wise to abolish them to gratify suspicion and 
prejudice. Better preserve them as fiscal 
agente, for the Government needed such agents. 
. Morgan spoke for his amendment, which 
Mr. Allison a should not be adopted, as 
it was substantially the same as that of Mr. 
Beck, which had been rejected. It would not, 
he maintained, accomplish what Mr. Morgan 
hoped it would, but would make a distinction 
where none now exists. Some complaint hav: 
ing been made by Mr. Morgan ef di ina 
tion against silver certificates by national 
ks, Mr. Allison. declared it must be 
in New-York, where he knew there had 
been trouble about silver certificates in the 
Clearing-house. The amendment really pro- 
posed that banks should keep a separate ac- 
count for silver certificates, and the result 
would be that if the banks were hostile to cer- 
tificates they would be laid aside to pay out to 
men who deposited them. What Mr. Allison 
objected to in this was the degradation of the 
certificates. It did not help but increased tha 
difficulty complained of. Then it compelled 
banks to take the certificates on deposit when 
he knew of no law compelling banks to receive 
any deposits. He knew there had been a 
ae perp against silver legislation and a good 
deal of talk in the newspapers, and it was a 
senseless eo and the Senator from Col- 
orado (Mr. — had shown how senseless it 
had been in New-York. He did not know 
that the banks in New-York had attempted to 
discredit silver certificates. He had heard 
that they had. He thought the vote on Mr. 
Pugh’s amendment yesterday ought to satisfy 
everybody that this war upon silver by the 
national banks would not be countenanced. 

Mr. Aldrich doubted the correctness of the 
statement that the national banks had made 
war against silver certificates. Mr. Voorhees, 
always extravagant and delightfully general, 
made the sweeping assertion that the conven- 
tion of bankers had always been hostile to sil 
ver, to which Mr. Aldrich replied that national 
banks, as organizations, had never shown that 
hostility, although, as individuals, some of the 
men in the national bank business held dif- 
ferent opinions about silver. The general 
poner of business om, he believed, was 
op; to continuing the coinage of tbe de- 
based standard dollar. xx 

Mr. Sherman made a long speech, in which 
he reiterated his oft-expressed views about the 
standard of value and the ‘‘cart-wheel”’ dol- 
lar. The Government was not justified in coin- 
ing a less valuable silver coin than the gold 
coin of the same nominal value. Congress 
could not change market values. The Govern- 
ment had gone on coining $2,000,000 a 
month, trying to raise the value of 
silver and now its dollar was worth 
only 88 cents. He described the futile 
efforts made to circulate the silver doilars, 
116,000,000 of which had been coined, 30,000,- 
000 being in circulation and 84,000,000 in the 
Treasury. If cayenne, had depreciated the 
value of silver it was the Government going inta 
themarket to buy it. The time would come when 
the people would see through it, and then ¢ 
cry would come to Congress. The people did 
not want cheap money; they wanted good 
money. In answer to Mr. Vest’s charge 
that he had always been a single standard 
advocate, he replied that he had not. The 
silver dollar is a false dollar, he declared—sS# 
cents silver and 12 cents fiat money. Hs ther 
defended the general financial policy of the 
Republican Party, and suggested that the 
Government should recoin the silver doilars, 
using up $10,000,000 in the Treasury for the 
— of making good the debased coin. 

r. Allison replied, regretting that the silver 
question had been brought into the discussior 
of the bill. He dissented from the idea tha 
the United States could fix an internation 
relation of values. That could only be dona 
by concurrence of nations, and in the Paris 
conference ‘that concurrence was declined. 
As for himself, he would fix the relative 
values of gold and silver at 154¢ to 1. 
With strong emphasis he expressed the opin- 
ion that this question of an international 
mone standard had not been pressed witk 
proper vigor. Then he explained the objects 
of the bill, and in answer to Mr. Voorhees’s at- 
tack on the Administration of President Hayes 
said that the veto of the Refunding bill had 
prevented the postponement for five years of

The speech of Mr. Vest in support of his 
substitute was partly a reply to Mr. Sherman 
and partly praise of the greenback currency 
as superior to the national bank currency.

A vote was then taken on Mr. Morgan’s

Tune 3, 1864, and Feb. 14, 1880, or under sections 
§,138, 5,184, 5,185, 5,136, and 5,154 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, may, at any time 
within the two years not previous tothe date of 
she expiration of its corporate existence under 
oresent iaw and with the approval of the Cen- 
troller of the Currency, to be granted as herein- 
after Tt extend its period of succession by 
amending its articies of association for aterm of 
aot less than 20 years fromthe expiration of the 
period of succession named in said articles of as- 
sociation, and shall have succession for such ex- 
tended period, unless sooner dissolved by the act 
of shareholders owning two-thirds of its stock, or 
unless its franchise becomes forfeited by some vio- 
lation of law, or unless hereafter modified or re- 
pealed. 

Sec. 2. That such amendment of said articles of 
association -ball be authorized by the consent in 
writing of shareholders owning not less than two- 
thirds of the capital stock of the association; and 
the Board of Directors shall cause sach consent to 
pe certified under the seal of the association by its 
President or Cashier, to the Controller of the Cur- 
reney, accompanied by an application made by the 
President or Cashier for the approval of the amend- 
1d articles of association by the Controller; and 
juch amended articles of association shall not be 
ralid until the Controller shall give to such associa- 
fon a certificate under his hand and seal that the 
issociation has complied with all the provisions re- 
quired to be complied with, and is authorized to 
Dave succession for the extended period named in 
the amended articles of association. 

Seco. 3. That upon the receipt of the appliéation 
and certificate of the association provided for in 
the preceding section the Controller of the Cur- 
rency shall cause a special examination to be made 
at the expense of the association, to determine its 
condition; and if, after such examination or other- 
wise, it appears to him that said association is ina 
satisfactory condition, he shall grant his certificate 
of approval, provided for in the preceding section; 
or if it appears that the condition of said associa- 
tion is not satisfactory he shall withhold such cer- 
tificate of approval. 

Sec, 4. That any association so extending the period 
of its succession shall continue to enjoy ali the rights 
and privileges and immunities granted, and shall 
continue to be subjeet to all the auties, liabilities, 
and restrictions imposed by the Revised Statutes 
of the United States and other acts having refer- 
ence to national banking associations, and it shall 
continue to be in all respects the identical associa- 
tion it was before the extension of its period of 
succession; provided, however, that the jurisdic- 
tion for suits hereafter brought by or against any 
association established under any law providing 
for national banking associations, except suits 
between them and the United States, or its officers 
and agents, shall be the same as, and’ not other 
than, the jurisdiction for suits by or against banks 
not organized under any law of the United States 
which do, or might do, banking business where 
such national banking associations may be doing 
business when such suits may be begun. And all 
laws and parts of laws of the United States in- 
consistent with this proviso be, and the same are 
hereby, repealed; and provided, further, that no 
attachment, injunction, or execution shall be 
issued against such national banking association or 
Its property before final judgment in any suit, 
action, or proceeding in any State, county, or 
municipal court. 

Sec. 5, That when any national banking association 
has amended its articles of association as provided 
In this act, andthe Controller has granted his cer- 
tificate of approval, any shareholder not assenting 
tosuch amendment, may give notice in writing 
to the Directors, within 80 days of the date of the 
certificate of approval, of his desire to withdraw 
from said assoviation, in which case he shal be en- 
titled to receive from said banking association the 
vaiue of the sharesso held by him, to be ascer- 
tained by an appraisal made by a committee of 
three persons, one to be selected by such share- 
holaer, one by the Directors, and the third by the 
first two; and in case the value so fixed shall not 
be satisfaetory toany such shareholder. he may 
appealto the Controller of the Curreticy, who 
shall cause a reappraisal to be made, which 
shall be final and binding; and if said reap- 
praisal shall exceed the value fixed by 
said committee, the bank shall pay the ex- 
penses of said reappraisal, and otherwise 
the appellant shall pay said expenses; and the 
vaiue so ascertained and determined shall be 
deemed to be a debt due, and be forthwith paid to 
said shareholder, from said bank; and the shares 
ro surrendered and appraised sball, after due no- 
tice, be sold at public sale within 30 days after the 
final appraisal provided in this section; provided, 
that in the organization of any banking assocta- 
tion intended to replace any existing banking asso- 
ciation and retaining the name thereof, the hold- 
ers of stock in the expiring association shall be en- 
titled to preference in the allotment of the shares 
of the new association in proportion to the num- 
ber of shares held by them, respectively, in the 
expiring association. : 

Sec. 6. That the circulating notes of any associa- 
ion so extending the period of its succession, 

which shall have been Issued t» it prior to such ex- 
tension, shall be redeemed at the Treasury of the 
United States, as provided in section 3 of the act 
of June 20, 1874, entitled ** An act fixing the amount 
of United States notes, providing for redistribu- 
sion of national bank curreney, and for other pur- 
poses,’ and such notes, when redeemed, shail be 
forwarded to the Controlier of the Currency and 
lest: oyed, as now provided by law. At the end of 
three years from the date of the extension of the 
corporate evistence of each bank the association 
s0 extended shall deposit lawful money with the 
Treasurer of the United States sufficient to redeem 
the remainder of the circulation which was out- 
standing at the date of its extension, as provided 
in sections 5,224, 5,224, and 5,225 of the Revised 
Statutes; and any gain that may arise from the fail- 
ure to present such circulating notes forredemption 
shali inure to the benefit of the United States; and 
from time to time, as such notes are redeemed, 
they shall be replaced by new circulating notes, 
bearing such devices, to be approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, as shall make them readily 
distinguishable from the circulating notes hereto- 
fore issued; Provided, however. that each bank- 
ing association which shall obtain the benefit of 
this act shall reimburse to the Treasury the cost of 

reparing the plate or plates for such new circu- 
lating notes as shall be issued to it. 

Sxc. 7. That national banking associations, whose 
corporate existence has expired, or shall bereafter 
expire, and which do not avail themselves of the 
provisions of this act, shall be required to comply 
with the provisions of sections 5,221 and 5,222 0f 
the Revised Statues in the same manneras if the 
shareholders had voted to go into liquidation, as 
proviaed in section 5,220 of the Revised Statutes, 
and the provisions of sections 5,224 and 5,225 of the 
Revised Statutes shall also be applicable to such 
associations, except as modified by this’act; and 
the franchise of such association is hereby ex- 
jended forthe sole purpose of liquidating their 
iffairs until such affairs are finally closed. 

Sec. 8 That national banks now organized, or 
1ereafter organized, baving a capital of $100,000 or 
ess, shall not be required to keep on deposit, or 
deposit with the Treasurer of the United States, 
United States bonds in excess of one-third of their 
zapital stock as security for theircirculating notes: 
und such of those banks having on deposit bonds 
in excess of thatamount are authorized to reduce 
their circulation by the deposit of lawful money, 
as provided by law, provided that the amount 
of such circulating notes shall not in any case ex- 
reed 90 per cent. of the par value of the bonds de- 
posited as herein provided; provided further, that 
ili national banks which shall hereafter make de- 
posits of lawiul money for the retirement in full 
of their circuiation, shail at the time of their de- 
posit be assessed for the cost of transporting and 
redeeming their notes then cutstanding a sum 
equal to the average cost of the redemption of na- 
tional pank notes, during the preceding year, and 
shall thereupon pay such assessment, and all na- 
tiona! banks which have heretofore made, or shall 
hereafter make, deposits of lawful money for the 
reduction of their circulation shall be assessed and 
shall pay an assessment in the manner specified in 
section 3 of the act approved June 20, 1874, for the 
cost of transporting and redeeming their notes re- 
deemed from such deposits subsequently to June 
80, 1881. id 

Sec. 9. That any national banking association 
now organized, or hereafter organized, de-iring to 
withdraw its circulating notes, upon a deposit of 
lawful money with the Treasurer of the United 
States, as provided in section 4 of the act of June 
20, 1874, entitled “An act fixing the amount of 
United States notes, providing for a redistribution 
of national bank currency, and for otber pur- 
poses,” or as provided in_ this act, is authorized to 
deposit lawful money and withdraw a proportion- 
ate amount of the bonds held as security for its 
eirculating notes in the order of such deposits; 
and no national bank which makes any deposit of 
lawiul money in order to withdraw its circulating 
notes shall be entitled to receive any inerease of 
its circulation for the period of six months from the 
time it made such deposit of lawful money for the 
purpose aforesaid, provided that not more than 
§3, 00,000 of lawful money shall be deposited dur- 
inv any calendar month for this purpose. 

Sec. 10. That upon a deposit of bonds as de- 
serined by sections 5,159 and 5,160, Revised Statues, 
(except a8 modified by section 4 of an act entitled 
* An act fixing the amount of United States notes, 

roviding for a redistribution of the national 
paak currency, and for other purposes, approved 
June 20, 1874,°° and as modified by section 8 of this 
act,) the association making the same shall be en- 
titled to receive from the Controller of the Cur- 
rency. circulating notes of{difierent denominations, 
in blank, registered and countersigned as hereinat- 
ter provided, equal in amount to 90 per cent. of 
th: current market value, not exceeding par, of 
the United States bonds so transferred and de- 
livered, and at no time shall the total amount of 
such notes, issued to any such association, exceed 

20 per cent. of the of the amount at such time 
actually paid in of its capital stock; and the pro- 
visions of sectiens 5,171 and 5,176 of the Revised 
Statutes are hereby repealed. . 

Sec. 11. That the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to receive at the Treasury any 
bonds of the United States bearing 3}4 per centum 
interest, and to issue in exchange therefor an 
equal amount of rexistered bonds of the United 
States of the denominations of $50, $100, $500, 
$1,000, and $10,000, of such form as he miy pre- 
scribe. bearing interest at the rate of 3 per centum 
per aanum, pavable quarterly at the Treasury of 
the United States. Such bonds sball be exempt 
from a!) taxation by or under State authority, and 
be payable at the pleasure of the United States; 
provided, that the bonds herein authorized shall 
not be called in and paid so long as any bonds of 
the United States heretofore issued aring a 
higher rate of interest than 3 per centum, and 
which shall be redeemable at the pleasure of the 
United States, shall be outstanding and uncalled. 
The last of the said bonds originally Issued and 
their substitutes shall be first called in, and this 
order of payment shall be followed until all shall 
have been paid. 

Seo. 12.—That the Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized and directed to receive deposits of cold 
coin with the Treasurer or Assistant Treasurers of 
the United States in sums not less than , and to 
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silver certificates, when held by any national bank- 
ing association, shall be counted as part of its law- 
ful reserve; and no banking association shall be a 
member of any Clearing-house in which such cer- 
tificates shall not be receivable in the settlement of 
Clearing-house balances; provided that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall suspend the isstie of such 
gold certificates whenever the amount of gold coin 
and gold bulllon in the Treasury reserved for the 
redemption of United States notes falls below 
$100,000,000._ And the provisions of section 5,207 of 
the Revised Statutes shall be avplicable to the cer- 
tificates herein authorized and directed to be issued. 

Sro. 18, That any officer, clerk, or agent of any 
national banking association who shall willfully 
violate the provisions of an act entitied "An act 
in reference to certifying checks by national 
banks,” approved March 3, 1869, being section 5,208 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States, or 
who shall resort to any divice, or receive any ficti- 
tious obligation, direct or collateral, in order to 
evade the provisions thereof, or who shall certify 
checks before the amount thereof shall have been 
regularly entered to the credit of the dealer upon 
the books of the banking association, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, on 
conviction thereof, in any Circuit or District Court 
of the United States, be fined not more than $5,000, 
or shall be imprisoned not more tan five years, or 
both, in the discretion of the court. 

Sxc. 14. That Congress may at any time amend, 
alter, or repeal this act and the acts of which this 
is amendatory.

The cool twilight of the Union-Square 
Theatre presented a most inviting and comfortable 
appearance at 10:30 yesterday morning. ‘The gas 
lights were well shaded, and selections frem ** Car- 
men” kept the audience quiet, while young gentle- 
meninthe black gown of the University of the 
City of New-York flitted on and off the stage, and 
young ladies well provided with bouquets looked 
admiringly on. The stage was filled with Professors 
and members of the Council, among whom were 
the Rev. Dr. Crosby, Prof. Draper, Prof. Martin, 
and other members of the Faculty. The exercises 
were introduced by the Greek salutatory by Vin- 
cent Pisek. This was followed by the English 
salutatory, ‘‘Social Evolution,’ by Andrew Bart- 
lett Inglis. The tirst oration was on the career of 
“Benjamin Disraeli,” by Alden <A. Freeman; 


the second on “American Citizenship,” by 
Jobn Prancis Wiihams, and the third on * Success 
in Life”’ by Albert Louis Phillins. The phiio- 
sophical oration, by E. J. McClellan, was omitted 
at the request of the author. John Stover Arndt 
discussed the ‘‘ Cause of National Decay,” and 
Mr. Charles Harris Gelston Jones took up the 
“ Persecution of the Jews jin Russia’? as one 
of the anomalies of the nineteenth century. 
The ** Pulpit and the Press’ and the “Study of 
History,”’ were discussed by Robert Eugene Mec- 
Intyre and Edwards Hail Rockwell, respectively. 
The valedictory was assigned to Robert Winfield 
Higbie, whose theme was the “Scholar in Public 
Life.” The farewell addresses to the class and the 
Faculty were brief.

crease its usefulness. He advised that the 
seven or eight vacant seats in the Council 
should be filled with Alumni. The university 
might, he thought, justly feel prond of its 
first 50 years; but no great educational institution, 
however brilliant its Faculty, coula be carried on 
without money. He did not see, he added, why 
enother departure should not be taken, and why 
women should not be admitted to the full benefits 
of the course of study. He was no advocate 
for the coeducation of the sexes in the 
ordinary sense of the term. But there was a 
way to solve this difficulty that was feasible. Why 
not give the morning hours to young men and the 
afternoon to young women. He believed that 
women required the same intellectual training in 
logic, in languages, in the sciences, as men. Their 
careers diverged iater in life, but, as a preparation 
for the struggle, the solid intellectual culture that 
was valuable for men was equally valuable for 
women; and he believed that popular sympathy 
would be with the university in opening its portals 
to the other sex. Measures were taken to 
increase the endowment fund (now nearly $6,000) 
and carry some of Dr. Crosby’s suggestions into 
effect. The annual dinner was served in the rooms 
of the University Law School,

HE FLOOD SHOOTING CASE. 

{n the Yorkville Police Court yesterday, at 
the request of Capt. Killilea, of the Twenty-second 
Precinct, Justice Bixby began an investigation in 
the case of Owen Flood, the bar-tender at Fifty- 


second-street and Seventh-avenue, who was shot at 
2A M. Tuesday, during a seuifle with Officer Tully.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


THE TAX DEBATE IN THE II0USE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

AN AMENDMENT REPEALING A LARGE PART 
OF THE INTERNAL REVENUE SYSTEM— 
ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST THE 
PENDING MEASURE, 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The morning hour 
having been dispensed with, the House went into 
Committee of the Whole on the bill to reduce in- 
ternal revenue taxation. Mr. White, ot Kentucky, 
spoke in favor of an amendment which he proposed 
to offer repealing the internal revenue system so 
far as it applied to the regulation of the 
production, manufacture, and sale of {tobacco, 
He advocated it because it would remedy many of 
the evils under which the poor farmer or planter 
labored, and, looking at the questton.in a politi- 
cal view, he contended that the adoption of the 
amendment would result inthe carrying for the 
Republican Party of many doubtful districts in the 
South. Ifthe Republicans of the House refused to 


incorporate the amendment in the bill, they would 
place a burden upon the Republicans of the South 
that could not easily be borne. 

Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, opposed the bill be- 
cause it reduced the tax on the elass of citizens 
best able to pay it, and upon articles of luxury in- 
stead of upon articles of general use. He opposed 
it also because 1t was the entering wedge of 2 
scheme to abolish all internal taxes for the pur- 
pose of producing such a condition of things as 
would prevent » reduction of the present tariff 
duties. It was the little band marching at the 
head of the proces-ion. It was a‘scheme in favor 
of the material interests of the East and against 
the material interests of the West and South. 

Mr. Hutchins, of New-York, expressed his inten- 
tion to vote for the pending bili, though it was not 
by any means all that be could have wished. If 
ever the people of this country needed reliet from 
ps ante ed taxation they needed it now. A close 
observer of the signs of the time could not but see 
that there was something wrong in the business 
affairs of the country. A squall seemed to have 
suddenly struck the ship of state while every one 
believed that sho was sailing along with noth- 
ing but favorable winds, and she’ had re- 
ceived a shock under which she was now 
staggering. Some relief mu-t be given. The Goy- 
ernment was collecting $100,000,000 more than was 
necessary to carry on the Government, and it was 
proposed to reduce the tax on the people to the 
extent of only $17,000,000. Some measure should 
have been perfected and introduced to the House 
early in the session that would have relieved the 
people of more than $60,000,000 in taxes. This bil! 
seemed to be a makeshift—a mere peace offering 
tothe people. While he wished that Congress had 
modified the tariff, while he wished tmat the 
House bad not voted that it was incapable of deal- 
ing with that subject, he, for his part. would sup- 
port this measure as the best thing that could be 
done under the circumstances. By ita beginning 
would be made in wiping out a system which was 
obnoxious to the people and which ought to be 
wiped out. 

Mr, Morrison, of Illinois, agreed with the gertle- 
man from Pennsylvania (Mr. Kelley) that the finan- 
cial condition of the country presented a spectacle 
nos before witnessed in the world’s history. That 
spectacle was the Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, the American Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, struggling to reduce the revenues and 
maintain taxation, striving to empty the Treasury 
without relieving the burdens of the people. He 
(Mr. Morrison) was not complaining because 
this bill removed taxes; Dis complaint was 
that at did not repeal or reduce other taxes 
and that it reduced those that were least burden- 
some, while it retained those that were most bur- 
densome, It reduced the tax in such a way that 
while it took a dollar of tax off it reduced the revy- 
enue one dollar, while there were places where a 
reduction of a dollar of revenue would take off 
taxes to the extent of two dollars or three dollars. 
The Government had no surplus of $135,000,000; 
that was to say, if it were intended to pav the pub- 
lic debt when it was payable. In the next10 years 
the expenses of the Government would not average 
less than $150,000,000. The expenditures on account 
of pensions would average at least $75,000,000. If 
the public debt were paid (as he thought it ought 
to be paid) there would be expended for 
principal and interest $131,000,000 per annum. 
‘the estimate of the increase in internal revenue 
receipts during the present year was $20,000,000, 
The receipts for 11 months showed that it woul 
fall short of $10,000,000 and the total revenue for 
the year from ali sources would be nearer $390.- 
000,000 than $400,000,000, as estimated. The aboli- 
tion of internal revenne taxation meant an tndefi- 
nite continuation of the public debt, and he was 
not in favor of it. Taxation was privation, and he 
was for collecting the tax from articies which could 
be best spared, and a man could spare his tobacco 
and his spirits better than he could his sugar and 
the necessities. 

Mr. Page, of California, urged that the Interests 
of the country did not require the reduction of the 
tax as proposed by this bill, and stated that he 
would vote against it. The best interests of the 
country demanded that this legislation be post- 
poned until the Tariff Commission created by 
Congress should have reported to the Honse, He 
believed that until that report was made, and 
unlil the revision of the tariff was agreed upon, 
bank deposits could afford to be taxed a little 
longer, and the tax on perfumery and proprietory 
medicine could be well retained. 

Mr. Reagan, of Texas, announced that he would 
vote against the bill as tending to perpetuate the 
present high protective tariff and the public debt, 
He referred to the Tariff Commission, and main- 
tained that no nine men could be taken at random 
frem the members of the House who would not 
possess more ability, more character, and more 
capaeity to deal with the great subject of the tariff 
than the commission which had been appointed. 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, advocated a proposed 
amendment allowing farmers and plantersto sell 
tobaceu of their own production without the pay- 
ment of a special license. 

Mr. Aiken, of South Carolina, stated his opposi- 
tion to every letter in the bill. and argued that In- 
stead of bringing ina litile bill like the pending 
one the Committee on Ways and Means should 
have pressed a tneasure revising the tariff. 

After farther discussion the committee rose. 
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THE IMMIGRATION BILL. 
EXPLANATIONS OF THE ALLEGED BLUNDER 
——THE MEASURE TO BE PUSHED, 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The sub-committee 
of the House Committee on Commerce—Messrs. 
Page, Richardson, and Reagan—appointed to draft 
a@ report respecting the passage of the bill to regu- 
late immigration, met to-day and prepared a state- 
ment which is substantially as follows: ‘*We con- 
sider it our duty to make a statement to the House 
in the matter of the bill (H. R., 5,669) ‘ To regulate 
immigration,’ presented by Mr. Reagan on Mon- 
day, June *9, 1882, and passed by the House undera 
suspension of the rules—the Committee on Com- 
merece, or such members thereof as were then 
present in the Iiouse, having under misapprehen- 


sion advocate! or consented to its passzge—and 
the return of which bill from the Senate has since 
been secured. The bill was introauced by Mr. Van 
Voornis, of New-York, April 6, 1882, and referred 
to the Committee on Commerce on June 6, 1882. 
The committee, after carefully considering and 
amending the same, authorized Mr. Kichardson 
to report it as amended to the House, with 
the recommendation that itdo pass. On Saturday, 
June 17, 1882, Mr. Richardson, at the request of Mr. 
Van Voorhis, banded him the bil! and report, a 
courtesy often extended to the authors of bills. 
On the tollowing Monday, during Mr. Richardson's 
absenee, Mr. Van Voorhis, with the consent of ecer- 
tain members of the eommittee, asked Judge Rea- 
gantoreport the committee's bill, but handed to him 
with the accompanying report the bill wnich passed 
with the statement that it was a correct copy of 
the bill agreed to by the said committee, when, in 
point of fact, it was a materially different bill from 
that which the committee had authorized Mr. 
Richardson to report favorably to the House, 
Under this assurance, Mr. Reagan looked hastily 
over the bill, and discovering what he conceived 
to be clerical errors of omission touching one or 
two amendmeuts that he had himself offered, and 
which had been adopted in committee, changed 
the phraseology to conform with his recollection 
of the committee's action, and subsequently, still 
relying upon the assurances of Mr. Van Voorhis, 
offered the said bill. and stated that it was the bill 
favorably recommended by the committee. The 
committee therefore ask that the bill be taken 
from the Speaker’s table and passed with the 
amendments agreed to by the committee.” 

The New-York Commissioners of Emigration 
held a conference this evening with Senator Miller 
and Representatives J. Hyatt Smith asd Van 
Voorhis, of New-York, with reference to the Im- 
migration bill. The alleged blunder was explained 
by Mr. Van Voorhis, who thought, in view of the 
importance of securing some legislation by Con- 
gress, it would be far better to take the 
bill as it stands (the one which passed 
the House) than jeopardize the measure by 
endeavoring to secure a more. perfect one. 
This view. to a certain extent, was concurred in by 
the Commissioners, although they stated that the 
bill as agreed upon by the Commerce Committee 
would more fuliy have met their views. It was 
finally decided that Senator Miller should intro- 
duce a bill identical in its text to the one which 
passed the House, and ask that it be referred to the 
Senate Commerce Committee; that the Commis- 
sioners should be given a hearing by that commit- 
tee for the purpose of expressing their views, and 
that the commiitee would then determine whether 
any amendments should be made to the vill.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The Secretary of 
War, through Gen. Sherman, to-day issued an order 
announcing the death of Brevet Major-Gen. George 
D. Ramsay retired on May 23. The order recites 
the military services of Gen. Ramsay and concludes 
as follows: “ During his long military service he 
faithfully earned a high repute for official integrity 
and personal excellence well meriting emulation.” 

Col. Daniel Huston, Fifth Infantry, was to-day 
placed on the retired list on his own-application, 
having served 80 years. This retirement promotes 
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tired, and Brevet Brig.-Gen. R. I. Dodge. of Gen. 
Sherman's staff, made Colonel of the Fifth Infantry.

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ASKING A REPRIEVE FOR GUITEAU. 
DR. BEARD PRESENTS PETITIONS AND ARGU- 


MENTS TO PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Miss Chevaillier, of 
Boston, Secretary of the National Society for the 
Protection of the Insane, accompanied by Dr. 
George M. Beard, of New-York; Dr. W. W. God- 
ding, Superintendent of the Government Hospital 
for the Insane, and the Rey. W. W. Hicks, Pastor 
of the Tabernacle, and who is now acting as Gui- 
teau’s spiritual adviser, had an interview with the 
President this afternoon by special appointment, 
and presented a petition praying for a reprieve in 
Guiteau's case and for the creation of a scientific 
commission to determine upon the sanity or in- 
sanity of the condemned man. 

Dr. Beard said to the President that the action 
of the signers was an independent one, made with- 
out consultation with or sympathy with the pris- 
oner, his counsel, or any members of his familly. 
The strength of the petition consisted in the fact 
that among the signers were eminent representa- 
tives of six different societies, which in this coun- 
try were devoted to the study of mental 
and nervous diseases—first. the Association of Su- 
perintendentsof American Asylums; second, Amer- 
ican Neurological Association; third, New-York 
Neurological Association; fourth, Medico-Legal 
Society; fifth, New-England Psychological Asso- 
ciation; sixth, Nationa! Assoclation for the Pro- 
tection of the Insane. Some of the most eminent 
signers were members of several of these societies. 
The present relation of the profession to Guiteau’s 
case is as follows: There is acircle, say one out of 
ten, including the best experts in the country, who 
hold that he is insane and irresponsible, snould not 
bave been tried, and should not be hanged; and that 
permanent confinement for life at hard labor 
would be the proper solution of the case. Prob- 
ably eight out ot ten believe him to be insane, but, 
influenced by popular feeling, or indifferent to the 
matter, wish an exception to be made in his case 
and desiro to have him hanged. A third circle, 
possibly one out of ten, believe that Guiteau is per- 
fectly sane and responsibie. The opinion that he 
is insane and should not be hanged is rapidly be- 
coming the opinion of all circles. The one ques- 
tion now is whether a man whom nine-tenths of 
the medical profession believe to be insane shall be 
hanged as sane. In the scientific discussions in 
several of the medical socleties above mentioned 
not one physician has pronounced Guiteau sane. 
Dr. Beard then presented to the President the 
published opinions of experts, as found In the med- 
ica) journals Of this country and England, stating 
that never before in history bad there been such 
a mass of expert testimony of abigh order in fa- 
vor of the insanity of any man as is contained in 
these published documents. Dr. Beard said that 
the case of Guiteau was not in any sense a pecu- 
lar. unique, or puzzling one; that it was fully de- 
scribed in literature, and that he had seen similar 
cases in his own practice. He stated thatthe reason 
why this overwhelming expert evidence appeared 
at this late day and was not brought inon the 
trial, i<« because there was no defense and no law- 
yer, which fs the opinion of the leading physicians 
and lawyers of the country. 

Dr. Beard said that he had seen Guiteau many 
times during his visitsto Washington and durine 
the trial, and had spent more time with him than 
any other of the experts, he belleved, that were 
called in the trial. He bad visited Guiteau this very 
morning. He found him as insane as ever. and un- 
changed in his mental state from what he was dur- 
ing the trial. He is now as insane a man, in the 
form of insanity be represents, as he had ever seen 
orread of. The question of felening cannot be 
raised in this case, for he has been as he Is now for 
many years. In an interview this morning he r - 
pelied the idea that he was at all insane, but was 
God's man, and begged the Rev. Mr. Hicks to de- 
fend him to President Arthur, and save him the 
di-grace of helng culled crazy. He is perfectly 
willing to be hanged, and would rejoice if it could 
be done publicly. 

Dr. W. W. Godding, Suverintendent of the Gov 
ernment Hospital for the Insane, Washington, 
after stating that he agreed with what Dr Beard 
had sald, presented an argument in which he 
urged the appointment of a lunacy commission to 
decide the question of Guitean's insanity. He 
would have urged that this be done betore June 30 
if it were possible; but as it was not, that a 
reprieve be granted for that purpose. That within 
two weeks of Guiteau’s final appearance before the 
pnblic he was not cast down but serene and con- 
tent, and will probably go through whatever re- 
mains for him in the same triumphant manner, 
That as his eyes turn away from Executive ¢clem- 
ency he wili look up with steadtast gaze on what 
he believes to he a martyr’s crown, 

The delegation was received cour'eously and 
listened to attentively by the President, who prom- 
ised to give the matter bis consideration. Among 
the more prominent signers of the petitions are 
Clement A. Waiker, M. D., Presid: nt Association 
of Asylum Superintendents, and for 30 years Su- 
perintendent Boston Lunacy Hospital; Henry f.

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THE CIVIL CODE AND THE ELEVATED 


RAILROADS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your correspondent, “ R. F.,” in his letter 
printed in your paper of June 20, states that, the 
enactment of the Civil Code “will not in any way 
prejudice” the rights of house-owners injured by 
the elevated railroads. By section 1,928o0f the Code 
the Legislature assumes that it can authorize a 
nuisance. This law overthrows the long line of 
cases, such as Fletcher against Auburn and Syra- 
cuse Railroad Company, (25 Wend., 462.) which 
held the contrary. It is true that this law may 
finally be declared unconstitutional, and the house 
owners be thereby restored to their present posi- 
tion, but the authority of the Legislature is thereby 
thrown in favor of the elevated railroads, and, as 


Chief-Justice Church says in Kerrigan against 
Force, (68 N. Y., 385.) “every intendment isin favor 
of the constitutionality of laws passed’ by the Le- 
gislature.” Moreover, the definition of the word 
**property”’ in section 159 of the Code makes the 
success of the housé-owners as difficult as the Le- 
gislature can make it. 

How much weight such interpretation has with 
the judiciary is well known. Thus, in People 
against Dayton, (55 N. Y., 362.) Judge Andrews 
held: ‘“*The practical construction of the clause 
(of the Constitution) in question by the Legislature 
* * * is entitied to great, and we think controll- 
ing, weight in its interpretation. It has almost the 
force of judicial exposition.” (Story on Constitu- 
tion, section 408.) The tendency of decisions of 
the material questions in tbe elevated railroaa 
suits hardly seems to me to warrant “R. FP.” in 
his indifference to these changes of the law. They 
certainly affect future injuries, and as to the 
house-owners who have not ‘begun suits, it seems 
to me at !east doubtful whether they have such 
vested interests that they could not be affected by 
the emphatic language of section 1,928. 

Mr. Field, however, seems to understand the 
point on Which these suits turn. In his’ supple- 
mental brief in the Story case, prepared within the 
last few days, he assumes on page 2: “ Nothing 
that is done or maintained under the express au- 
thority of u statute can be decreed a nuisance.” 
This happens to be section 1,928 verbatim, except 
that the word ‘that’ is used for “ which,” 
and “decreed” for “deemed.” The cases 
which he cites in support of this propositi n 
(2 Duer, 618, and 13 Barb., 32,) are hardly in point— 
very different from declarations of the Legislature. 
As Istatedon page 16 of my pamphlet: “The 
chapter on nuisances, to which I before referred as 
the only species of tort of whi-h the Code treats, 
also tends to carry out this object (favoring the 
elevated railroads) so far as a statute can do so.” 
As to the improvements to be made by the Legisla- 
tive committee, I would remind ‘*R. F.” that it 
will be composed of members of a body which has 
allowed the Penal Code to go into effect without a 
specific repeal of our present criminal statutes, 
and which had to have such enormities as declar- 
ing breaches of contracts to be misdemeanors 
pointed out to them by a working men's meeting, 
and that their suggest ons will bave to be approved 
by an Assembly simil r to that of last Winter, 
whose Judiciary Committee allowed the represent- 
atives of the Bar Association one hour and a half 
to discuss this Civil Code.

HONOR TO WHOM HONOR IS DUE. 
To the Editor of the New-) ork Times: 

In an article in your issue of the 22d, under 
the obituary of David Thomas, you say “‘that he 
was the inventer of the system by which iron is 
now so successfully made by the use of anthracite 
coal asthe only fuel.” Also, ‘in February, 1837, 
when his furnace was completed in Wales, for the 
first time in the history of the world iron was 
successfully made with anthracite coal as the only 
fuel.” 

These statements are not in accord with the 
facts. While I revere the persistent efforts of 
Father Thomas, I must deny that -he was the in- 
ventor of the system by which iron was made 
by the use of anthracite coal as the only fuel, or 


that his furnace in Wales was operated exclusively 
by blow heat derived from anthracite coal. Dr. F. 
W. Gei-senliainer was tbe original inventor of the 
system to which you allude, and was the first per- 
son who successfully made iron with anthracite 
coal as the only fuel—using a hot blast as early as 
December, 1830. 

In 1836, in the months of August and September, 
he made ironin this way in his large valley fur- 
nace at Silver Creek, Schuyikill County, Penn., un- 
der a patent granted him Dec. 19, 1833. On the 28th 
of September, 1836, when Dr. Geissenhainer’s val- 
ley furnace was successfully making pig-iron. aud 
almost three years after the Doctor had obtained 
his patent for this invention, George Crane, the 
owner of the several furnaces at Yniscedin, in 
South Wales. (in whose employ Father Thomas 
was,) obtained a patent from the British Govern- 
ment forthe appiication of the hot biast to the 
smelting of iron ore with anthracite coal. 

Messrs. Crane (and Thomas) then endeavored to 
obtain a patent forthe same in this country, but 
after a severe litigation was unsuccessful, Dr. 
Gei-senhainer’s invention being accorded priority. 
Inthe proofs in this controversy it was clearly 
shown that the coal used by th: Crane-Thomas 
furnace in 1837 Was not exclusively anthracite. In 
1888—Dr. Geissenhainer having died—his Executors 
assigned to George Crane his rights under his pa- 
tent of Dec mber, 1833, reserving the richt to 
erect 15 furnaces and free of royalty to use any fu- 
ture improvement that might be made by the 
Cranes. It was not until 184u that Father Thomas 
commenced his operations under Dr. Geissen- 
hainer’s and George Crane’s paients. The Rev. Dr. 
F. W. Geis-enhainer is entitled to the honor of the 
invention beyond all controversy.

Dunne, Charles Johnston, Jack Sanderson, an 
others, went to henry Thom’s Half-way House, o 
the Coney Island road, and there Mr. Brown an 
Mr. Tracy pounded each other to their heart’s com 
tent. There was a dispute as to who was th¢ 
winner. Alderman O'Connell had put up 
saying to Tracy, ** Here’s a couple o’ hundred col 
and if you can lick Brown to-night you can hav 
it.” After the fight the Alderman claimed that Mr. 
Brown, who bad not been promised any money, 
had vanquished Mr. Tracy. A free fight followed 
the encounter between he pugilists, and what ve 
came of the Alderman’s $200 yet remains a mystery, 

On Wednesday night Tracy was at Abe Oliver’ 
place, at Woodside, Long Island, and Brown w: 
at Harry Hill's establishment at Fiushing. It wag 
understood that at 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
they would enter the ring together. ere wag 
some misunderstanding, however, as to apes 
tue ring should be formed, and a Vast amount o 
correspondence was carried on through the night 
between Frank White, who represented Tracy, 
and Robert Smith, who represented Brow 
At the time agreed upon forthe fignt the place o: 
fighting had not been fixed. Each of the pugilistg 
persis ed in naming places far removed from each 
other. Therefore. when a ring was pitched af 
Woodside for Tracy, and another was formed neat 
Flushing for Brown, it was apparent that the 
pugilists would do littie, if any, harm to each 
other. When Brown stood alone in bis ring ang 
looked very fierce, it was discovered that among 
the spectators were Detectives George Zundt, 
dames Price, Thomas Shaughnessy, and Joseph 
Ennis, of Brooklyn, and Police Sergeant Carroll, 
Officer Cumiskey, and Judge Delehanty. of Long 
Island City. ‘the officers from Brookiyn seemed 
anxious to meet Tracy, but made no sign thag 
they desired to capture Brown. The for 
mer’s representative, Mr. White, appeared 
upon the scene, and held an animated con- 
versation with Smith, who was spokes- 
man tor Brown. White insisted that Brown should 
have goneto Woodside. The consultation between 
Smith and Brown lasted until the spectators tired 
of the scene and declared their intention to re 
turn to Brooklvn or to this City. When the Brook. 
lyn ofhcers visited Woodside they found that Tracy 
had tarriedinaring for a short time, and, upog 
being informed that anxious inquiries had been 
made for him at Flushing, he had packed his 
portmanteau and fled to parts unknown. The gen 
tlemen interested in the contest between Brown 
and Tracy were apparently satisfied that Tracy 
will yet get within striking distance of Brown. 

It being generally understood among sporting 
gentlemen in this City that Mr. Richard K. Fox, 
proprietor of the /olice ‘-azette, has recently im- 
po ted to this country Tug Wilson, an English 
pugilist of great renown, for the purpose of pitting 
Wilson against John L. Sullivan, of Boston, in the 
prize ring, 2 Tres reporter visited the District 
Attorney’s office yesterday in order to astertain 
whether Mr. John McKeon took any interest in the 
matter. Mr. McKeon was not in his office, and 
the reporter waa directed to the office of Assistant 
District Attorney John O'Byrne. When this gen- 
tleman was informed that it had been publicly an- 
nounced by Mr. Fox and ty others that he (Mr. 
Fox) had imported the English pugilist forthe ex- 
press purpose of knocking Mr. Sullivan out of time, 
Mr. O'Byrne removed his spectacies and said that 
he had read something to that effect in the news- 

papers. Mr. O’Byrne added that if there was any 
forher evidence than that, his superior officer, Mr, 
McKeon, would, without doubt, proceed against 
Mr. Fox or any other person interested in such a 
contest. Mr. McKeon resolutely prosecuted all 
evil-doers, and would be especially interested in 
checking prize-fighting. Then Mr. O’Byrne took 
down the third volume of the Revised Statutes and 
read from it the following: 

Sec. 8. Every person who shall, in this State, set on 
foot, instigate, promote, aid, abet, or encourage, or do 
an. act toward the furtherance of auy premeditated 
contention or figut between two persons, commonly 
called ring or prize fixhts, to be engaged in either 
within or without this State; and every person who 
shall tn this State send in writing, or publish, any 
chalienge, or an acceptan:e of any challenge for such 
contention or fight; andevery person who shall in 
this State train or assist any person in training for 
such contention or fight, and every innabitant of this 
State who shall go out of this State to engage or take 
part n, or to be present at. such contention or fight, 
shal! be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion shall be punished by imprisonment for not ies 
than six months nor longer than one year, or by fine 
not leasthan $2.0 nor more than $1,0vuu, or Dy. both 
fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. ¥. if it shall be made to appear to any magis. 
trate we power to hear compiainis in c:iminal 
cases that there is reasonable ground to apprehend 
that an offense within any of the specifications of the 
receding section ts avout to be committed, such mag 
pcrate shail issue his warrant to the she iff or con 
siable in the county of such magistrate’s residencé 
for the arrest of the person or persous so about té¢ 
offend; and upon such person veing brought vefore 
him such magistrate shall inquire into the matter 
and if it shall appear that there is rea 
sonable ground to apprebend that such per 
son was about to commit any offense specified 
in the preceding section, he shali require such perso 
to enter into a bond to the people of the Stute of News 
York in such sum not exceeding $1,000, as suv mag- 
istra e shall fix, that such person will not for the 
space of one year offend against any of the provisions 
of this act; such bond may, in tne discretion of the 
magistrate, be required to be with sureties to be ap- 
proved by such magistrate, or may be taken without 
surety. 

* Well,” said Mr. O'Byrne, in surprise, after he 
had read the law, “1! wonder why nobody has 
been prosecuted under that law recently.” He 
was asked whether it would be necessary for a 
citizen to complain before a Police magistrate in 
order to have the law enforced. “No, Sir,” 
promptly replied Mr. O'Byrne; “let a citizen fur- 
nish Mr. McKeon with the necessary information 
and the parties who propose to violate the law 
will receive taeir just deserts. That you may de 
pend upon.”

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AT THE SULPHUR SPRINGS 


RECENT CHANGES AND IMPROVE- 
MENTS AT RICHFIELD. 

“aR. URIAH WELCH’S DISCOVERY OF A NEW 

SPRING—THH ATTRACTIONS OF CANA- 

DARAGO LAKE—VISITORS WHO WILL 


PATRONIZE THE SPRINGS DURING THE 


SUMMER, 

RicnHFitetD Sprines, N. Y., June 18.— 
Tradition says that the Canadarago Indians 
jealously guarded the sulphur sprints at this 
spot, well knowing the wonderful! healing 
powers of their waters. Gradually driven to- 
ward the West as the whites encroataed upon 
their beantiful valley by virtue of letters 
patent granted by the English Georges, the 
tribe still continued to make annual visits to 
the springs. These visits occasioned no small 
concern to the whites, and it was not until 
so recent a period as 10 years. ago 
that all feeling of apprehension appears 
to have been entirely removed, The 
Canadaragos had been melting away vear af- 
ter year, until the last of them were fina ly 
absorbed by the Onondagas and found a home 
on the reservation not far from the city of 
Syracuse. About a mile and a half north of 
the village of Richfield Springs there stood, 
until 10 years since, a large grassy mound 
which had been a special object of veneratisn 
to the Canadaragos from the earliest recollec- 
tion of the whites, Around this they were ac- 
customed to gather once a year and hold a 
grand pow-wow, which partook, in later 
years, so it is said, of many of the fea- 
tures of the modern ‘spree’ of the pale- 
faces. What the precise nature was of these 
ceremonies before the juice of the corn was in- 
troduced into the valley, and the Indians had 
imbibed a taste for the fiery stimulant, tra- 
dition does not tell. Sufficient has been banded 
down, however, to indicate that a religious 
jubilee of some sort attracted the natives to 
this mound, that they celebrated it with much 
noise and fervor, and that the atmosphere took 
pn a sulphurous odor, due doubtless to the use 
of the water which they conveyed thither from 
the spring which to-day bubbles up in the 
park of Proctor’s Spring House, in this 
tharming little village. As the country 
grew up and the taste of the red men hecame 
perverted, whisky grew to be an important 
factor in these annual occurrences, and the 
valley resounded with the fierce yells of the 
copper-skinned ftipplers. The Indians had 
given the whites to understand that bloodshed 
would follow any molestation of the sacred 
mound, and the latter were wise enough to let 
it alone altogether, avoiding the very ground 
even as if it were a pestilencespot. The exact 
date of the last Indian excursion to the place is 
not given. Gradually the members of the tribe 
were gathered to their fathers. The country 
became thickly settled, the oath of vengeance 
sworn ayainst meddlers by the Indians was 
forgotten and the iconoclast one day surveyed 
the mound. This was within the past decade. 
Together with a band of associates in whom 
the spirit of curiosity was strong, he attacked 
the mound with pickaxe and shovel. Indian 
relics of one kind and another were supposed 
to be contained within its depths, and the 
party labored long and earnestly until they 
iad leveled it to the ground. Every spade- 
ful of earth was examined, and then the 
ground itself wasdug up to a considerable 
depth. They searched thoroughly and 
critically, and found — nothing ! What 
it was that gave the place its fascination, and 
why itsbould be freauented periodically and 
such strange ceremonies should be observed, 
has always been, and pre ably always will be, 
a mystery. The repetition of the story serves 
to recall the past, with its flerce contentions 
and merciless encounters, It arouses also a 
feeling of pity for the handful of Canadaragos 
who worshiped for the last time at the sacred 
mound, and then abandoned forever one of the 
most picturesque spots within the borders of 
this State. 

Canadarago Lake, the principal attraction, 
is distant from the viliage aud from the sul- 
phur springs only a few moments’ walk. It is 
& limpid sheet of water about five miles in 
lengtb and at its broadest point about two and 
a half miles in width. An island of consider- 
able size and wooded to the water’s edge lies 
about midway between its two extremities, 
Another island formerly rose out of the lake 
not far from this one, so the old settlers 
say. One morning, about the time of the 
Revolutionary War, it disappeared. It had 
sunk so far that only the tops of its tallest 
trees were visible, and these gradually wore 
away by the action of the wind and the waves. 
The boatman will row you out and anchor 
over what was claimed by his fathers to be 
the identical spot. Then he will point in cor- 
roboration of the story to logs of wood and 
tree trunks and stumps whose outlines can still 
be traced, in the clear waters. Nobody cares 
to doubt a good Revolutionary story after 
that. This whole region was formerly 
comprised in the patent which was granted 
by George LI to an English gentleman 
named Schuyler, and in whose family 
it remained many years. After him was 
named this lake, and by the natives, who are 
too lazy to use the longer word Canadarago, 
it is still called Schuyler’s Lake. Canadarago 
has been revived since Richfield Springs be- 
came a popular Summer resort, and by that 
name the lake is best known to visitors, Seth 
Green says this lake is better stocked with fish 
than any body of water of similar size in the 
State. The *‘ gamy’’ Oswego bass and a pick- 
ere! closely reseinbling the muskallonge are the 
fish most prized by the anglers who resort here 
forsport. Fifty new cedar boats have been 
added to the fleet of Capt. Cooper and a small 
steam-boat, making the fourth now on the 
lake, has been recently launched. It was built 
by Capt. Sweet, and is named the T. R. Proc- 
tor, after the proprietor of the Spring House, 
in this village. Lewis, who gets up fish din- 
ners for the jolly old fellows of this neighbor- 
hood at his Pine Grove Hotel, tells 2 marvelous 
story about the effect of the bottle of wine 
which Mr. Proctor broke over the bows 
of this little steamer when she was 
launched. ‘the bass and the pickerel.’’ 
he said, “had jeen unusually reserved 
toward the anglers till this boat was launched. 
The wine had a curious effect on ’em, It 
warmed ’em up and they grew so sociable and 
rose so readily to the surface of the water that 
my boysin the next two days caught enough 
to supply every family within 10 miles. No 
fishing party ought to put out into the lake 
without at least one bottle of champagne on 
board their boat. It discounts the troll, and 
even live bait isn’t balf so seductive.” 

The Otsego hills hem in the lake on three 
sides, and from their summits far-reaching 
views are obtained of woodland, lowland, 
lakes, and rivers. Waiontha Mountain, two 
miles to the east of the village, is the most 
sightly elevation. From an observatory 70 
feet in height, which is perched upon its top- 
most point, is visible a range of mountains 
fully 100 miles distant, which is part of the 
Aairondack system. To the south-east lies 
Otsego Lake, the Glimmerglass of one of 
Cooper’s tales; and in different directions 
Allen’s, Young’s, Wenner’s, and Sum- 
mit Lakes on a clear day stand out 
like spots of silver on the distant 
landscape, while Canadarago looks like a mir- 
ror at the foot of the mountain, There are 
Other points in the vicinity easily accessible 
to driving parties from which excellent views 
may be obtained, the chief of them. being 
Sunset Hill, just north of the village. Panther 
Mountain, to the south-east, is crowned with a 
lense forest, and is better known to the hunter 
than to the visitor who seeks the Springs for 
health or seclusion. 

The village of Richfield Springs has un- 
dergone a gg mp revolution within the last 
seven years. Its sulphur springs have always 
been celebrated among invalids, and it has 
always had more or less of this class of visitors 
in the Summer months, Hotel accommoda- 
tions, however, were limited, and one or two 
gentlemen who attempted to improve upon 
them and to add new attractions were 
brought to the verge of bankruptcy. Mr. T. 
R. Proctor, by common consent, is credited 
with having brought abeut the changes which 
give the place an appearance of life altogether 
unusual to country villages, Two hotels which 
can hardly be surpassed by Saratoga, half a 
dozen smaller ones, and as many boarding- 
houses, are now filled to overflowing during 
the months of July and August. It is no ex- 

ration to say that the population of the 
village is increased by about 2,000 persons 
when the season is at its height. New life has 
been infused into the villagers, and public- 
spirited gentlemen, foremost among them be- 
ing Dr. forman Getman, have come forward 
and undertaken many improvements which 
contribute to the enjoyment of the Summer 
ests. Broad streets have been laid out, trees 
seen been planted, and the drives in every di- 
rection for miles have been put in order and 
kept so with the fund that they have 
raised for the purpose, and all this inde- 
mdent of the annual outlay by the 
village authorities. The one drive of which 
visitors never seem to tireis that around Cana- 


darago Lake, aspin of 12 miles, over a good 
road and well shaded wi.h maples and pines. 
At one or two points the shore juts ont into 
the lake. and a view is afforded of almost its 
entire stretch. Lake View is the name of one 
of these little promontories. Here a rustic ar- 
bor has been erected, and clustered about 
it on any fine afternoon may be found 
a& score of carriages whose occupants have 
halted long enough to enjoy the views, An- 


other attraction along the shore of Canudarago | 


is the Lake House with its groves, its croquet 
and archery grounds, and its famous dinners 
of fish freshly out of the cool waters, Otsego 
Lake is half a dozen miles distant anda tally 
ho and coaches make numerous trips to and 
fro daily. A steam-boat sail of nine miles 
brings you to Cooperstown, where dinner may 
he eaten and the village inspected before the 
signal is given for the return trip. The drive 
to Cooperstown is over a good country road 16 
miles in khngth. Cherry VaHey, where the In- 
dians massacred a party of whites a hundred 
years ago, the Van Hornesville caves and 
waterfalls are other points resorted to by pic- 
nickers bound on a day’ssight-seeing and sport, 

There were 16 springs more or less impreg- 
nated with sulphur, magnesia, iron, and lime 
herelastSummer. ‘besev nteenth was added 
to the number somewhat suddenly this Spring. 
Mr. Uriah Welch, of the St, Nicbolas Hotel, 
New-York, bought the American Hotel prop- 
erty and ordered a well to be dug to se- 
cure a_ greater supply of pure water 
for drinking and other purposes. Tho 
workmen got down 70 feet or thereabouts, 
when one of them laid bare a spring which 
spouted ‘* as big a stream as was ever thrown 
out by a ‘sparmasatty’ whale,’’ as he de- 
clared. With considerable difficulty this young 
fountain was finally brought under sub- 
jection and persuaded to take a course up the 
iron pipe which was lowered into the hole. 
Captivity seemed to curb its strength, and its 
ambition as well, for it was content thence- 
forth to spout to a height of about six 
feet above the level of the ground. It is 
said that when the spring was discovered Mr, 
Welch was telegraphed the news, and thut he 
took the next train for this village, half killed 
a good horse in driving over frem Herkimer, 
and startled the villagers by entering the town 
ahead of a big cloud of dust. He immediately 
set up an ornamental! fountain, built a curious 
shaped pavilion over it, and invited everybody 
to come in and take a drink. Hitherto his 
guests had been dependent upon the Great 
W hite Suiphur Spring just across the street for 
their supply of sulphur water; now they can 
come right down into his back yard when they 
want to sample the article. Mr, Welch is 
yrouder of his spouting sulphur spring than 
p T. Baraum was when he realized that the 
father of the show business had got a baby 
elephant all his own. 


Remarkable stories are told of the virtues of 
these sulphur springs. Said one of the fashion- 
able invalids to the writer: ‘* ve seen 18 men 
driven dewn to the hotels from tha depot who 
nad to be helped cut of their carriages and up 
the stairs to their beds. After drinking this 
stuff some days they began to improve, and 
after awhile they got down stairs and into the 
sul; hur vapor baths. In a month or six weeks 
their rheumatism and gout—for they were all 
high livers—and aches and pains |.ad vanished, 
and the old fellows fairly took to attending 
hops and to long walks, Nearly every one of 
them | afterward met on the hotel piazzas at 
Saratoga and down on the race track, 
and they were. just the liveliest lot 
of old ‘duffers’ that I ever saw.” 
Perhaps this is a sulphur story and a trifle 
stronger than real facts warrant. 1 doubt if 
there is any one thing better calculated to 
make a patient hate his bed and get out doors 
and dance than the taste of sulphur water. 
Ihe third mouthful will make most men mis 
erable for an hour, Yet invalids acquire a 
taste for itand take it as regulariy as topers 
their tipple. It is said that a mixture com- 
posed ot weak dish-water and of eggs of ma- 
ture age is an excellent thing to diet upon 
in order to prepare the stomach for the 
genuine sulphur springs water. The grounds 
of the Spring Hotel contain the Great White 
Sulphur Spring as it is called. These are taste- 
fully laid out, provided with rustic benches 
and arbors, and, as they are free to the public, 
they are a favorite resort for Summer Visitors. 
The water is free to whosoever thirsteth. The 
villagers are a pretty healthy class and seldom 
indulge. The yearnings of the average visitor 
are satisfied in about 10 seconds, and he won’t 
trouble the spring again for a week. Then 
the invalid steps in and_ takes his 
fill, and even he _ never’ gets jolly 
full. He takes his medicine, however, like a 
little man. Aliefforts to popularize the water 
for table purposes have signally failed, and to 
this last class ig left the springs and all their 
medicinal] areiies. One of the most valua- 
bie effects of these springs has been, so the na- 
tives say, to render the village unpopular to 
mosquitoes, 

Some changes and a few decided im- 
provements will greet the eye of the visitor to 
Richfield Springs this Summer. Martinez, the 
artist, has completed his cottage and studio 
and will occupy it throughout the season. 
Mrs. Roth, of Cieveland, is building a cottage 
which will soon be ready for occupancy. A 
Summer residence, costing, together with the 
grounds about $75,000 bas been erected on 
Sunset Hill by Mr. Cyrus H. McCormick, the 
reaper manutacturer of Chicago. Tunnicliif 
Cottage nas been remodeled. In front, a 
broad piazza has been added, a fresh coating 
of paint has been applied, with trimmings that 
correspond with the blood-red tulips on the 
well kept Jawn at the side. Mr. Proctor has 
done much to improve the appearance of the 
Spring House, inside and out, Much new tur- 
niture has been added, and it is now one of the 
best appointed hotels to be found in any 
watering-place in thecountry. The Spring 
House is the oldest and largest hotel in the 
village, and is now in the eighth year of its 
management by Mr. Proctor. 

There is no fierce rivalry between the Spring 
House and its neighbvor across the street, the 
New American, Their owners are relatives, 
not as close as brothers, and on all the better 
terms in consequence. Mr. Welch took the 
American & year ago, made money out of it 
his first season, and saw the way to expending 
$40,000 in improvements upon it last 
Winter. It is a new hotel throuzh- 
out, hence the prefix ‘‘New’” to the 
old name, which was simply the American. 
A new wing 200 fect in length has been built on 
the westend. In this are situated the kitchen 
and working departments, and a dining-room 
twice the size of the old one and capable ot ac- 
commodating 850 guests. ‘The old dining- 
room has been turned into a grand hall, lead- 
ing from the parlor to the new dining-room, 
with a children’s ordinary and large guest 
apartments on either side. The house now 
contains 250 sleeping rooms, large-sized, 
neatly, and in a number of cases ex- 
pensively furnished. Five hundred guests 
can now be quartered under the roof of the 
New American. New carpets have been laid 
throughout; the halls are broad and on a level 
on theseveral floors; the stairways wide and 
easy, with a flicht of stairs at the end of each 
hall leading from the ground to the top floor. 
The parlor is furnished with a handsome mo- 

uet carpet; ever the wine-room is carpeted, 
the office is now located at the right on entor- 
ing the main hall. The old and objectionable 
drive-way on the east side of the building has 
disappeared, and its piace is occupied by a 
suite of rooms, with a private balcony, over- 
looking a lawn which has undergone as com- 
plete a metamerphosis as the houseitself. The 
old court-yard, which was a receptacls of sun- 
dries of every sort, has been sodded down and 
no longer is the play ground of noisy children. 
The Philharmonic Orchestra has been engaged 
to furnish music at the New American and the 
Spring House on alternate nights.

FINE DISPLAY AT THE HORTICULTURAL 50 
CIETY’S EXHIBITION. 

The exhibition of the New-York Horticul- 
tural Society was opened yesterday at Republican 
Hall, No, 55 West Thirty-third-street. Roses, 
orchids, and strawberries were the main features. 
Owing to the recent irregularity of the weather 
the exhibit was not as large as at last year’s show, 
but the specimens offered for competition were in 
every way superiorto any ever seen in this City, 
and the constantly shifting crowd of spectators 
was enthusiastic in praise. The display of roses 
was one of exquisite beauty. Their perfume, 
gling with the fruity odor which arose from the 
berry tables, hit the sense even before the 
buliding was reached, and the hall itself was 
rich as a temple with the unseen incense they 
breathed. The shades and varieties of color 
passed from the virginal white of the Niphtos, 
through the sea-shell blush of the Monsieur Bon- 
cenne; deepened in the dawn of the Paul Neyroa; 
became a gorgeous flame in the heart of the 


Countess of Oxford, and thence burned in royal 
crimson on the Duke of Edinburgh, the Jacquemi!- 
not and the Prince Rohan, until their splendor was 
darkened to damask in the Emperor of Morocco. 
Among these, like yellow suns or palest moonlight 
shone the golden glories of the Maréchal Niel, 
each of whose velvet petals seemed to have been 
curled into grace by its fairy gnardian, who thus 
made irregularity a charm. The moss 
buds pouting from their delicate sheaths, 
as if wooing the daintiest of kisses, were 
not lost in the magnificence of their surroundings, 
but gained by the contrast. The display of orchids 
was large, varied, and exceedingly interesting. 
These tropical parasites, from their rarity and 
pecullarity of habit, are great pets with floricul- 
turists, and the splendor and fantastic shape of 
their vivid bloom repays a thousand-fold the ten- 
derpess, skill, and care their cultivation requires. 
The strangest of winged beetles, the most gor- 
geous of butterflies, and the oddest of odd 
insects and birds seem to thave served as 
models for these curious plants to design 
their combination of color, petal, pistil, and 
stamen—so quaint and eccentric are they. 
The strawberries—if they were  strawberries— 
were either very fine or very bad. By some clumsy 
arrangement of the hall it was impossible to sam- 
ple them without being cauzht, Some of the speci- 
mens Were almost the size of hen’s eggs; others 
spread and divided until they resembled an exqui- 
site fun made of beefsteak, and others again were 
as large and intiamed as Demo-ratic noses on elec- 
tion night. Whether fruit or bees-wax, they were 
certainly the finest ever shown in New-York, both 
in size, variety, and texture, while their rich odor, 
mingling with the attar of the roses. made the 
mouth water of every one who approaebed.

THE ATLANTIC. 

—The worth of Mr. Harrison’s Southern 
studies does not diminish as he carries then 
forward. He is herein the fifth number of the 
series, and every paragraph of it is suggestive 
and valuable. Many war stories he heard toid 
around the stove in Southern hotels, but noth- 
ing against the North; brave and chivalrous 
actions on the part of Union soldiers were 
often mentioned. Among the common people 
there was a remarkable indifference to pclitics, 
** Politics won’t do us any good,” they said; 
‘the South needs more money and more 
enterprise.’”? Nobody seemed to have the least 
disposition to deny, conceal, or excuse the Ku- 
klux outrages; generally they were admitted, 
and never defi: nded, though everybody, even 
the negroes, and they .most emphatically of 
all, declared that the Neérthern idea of them 
was distorted and exaggerated. Toward Lin- 
coln there was a general feeling of gratitude 
for his magnanimity, and” to the carpet-bag- 
gers and Northern adventurers all the after 
Southern woes were attributed. That the Re- 
publican negro vote is suppressed the South- 
ern people do not deny; ‘they reason 
for its necessity as the only means 
thev know for preserving the life of the 
State, which otherwise would pass into the 
control of ‘* an organized system of brigand- 
age, of thefts under the forms of law.’’ Men 
who talk in this way say they care little for 
the Democratic Party as a party; they simply 
desire to have such State Governments as 
usually exist in the North. Mr. Harrison con- 
cludes with the “sad truth’? that, while the 
negro has made some improvement in regard 
to industry and labor, ‘‘ as to any knowledge 
or intelligence or judgment, such as should 
equip’ @ man, even in the lowest de- 
gree, for the exercise of the _ right 
or power of suffrage, I cannot see,” 
he says, “‘ that they know anything about it, 
or possess it any more than sheep do.’? They 
simpry vote as they are told to vote. Mr. 
Henry Cabot Lodge brings out some startling 
facts showing the increasing extent to which 
the pardoning power has been used in cases of 
naval court-martial sentences. Beginning with 
the close o: the war, he finds that for the suc- 
ceeding years down to the present time there 
bas been an average foreach year of 54 per 
cent. of unexecuted sentences, while for the last 
four years the percentage has been appallingly 
greater than that. For the four years it was 79.4 
and tor the two years, 1879 and 1880, it was 
87.5. Mr. Lodge rightly calls atteation to 
the danger which this policy offers to the 
efficiency of the Navy. Long persisted in, it 
would ** poison and corrode the best service in 
the world.”’ ‘* The Beils of San Blas” is a poem 
by Longfellow, containing the last lines of 
verse that he penned. A notice of Froude’s 
Carlyle is unusually right-minded and thought- 
ful. It has seem d almost impossible far and 
near for this bock to be received temper- 
ately—for Carlye’s domestic life to be 
measured’ in any other way than with the 
yard-stick commonly used in measuring the 
connubial virtues of men. Whether Carlyle 
had any. mission in this world or not, he be- 
lieved that he had a great one, and lived only 
to fulfill it. Mrs. Carlyle probably shared 
this belief with him more than many of us 
think, Whether in the household at Chelsea 
there was happiness or the reverse of happi- 
ness really matters little and avails less. Car- 
lyle did not believe men were born to be 
happy; indeed, he took occasion more than 
once to say it was one of the chief errors of 
this age that men were seeking nothing else 
but happiness and yet were finding not even 
that. 
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EXmerson’s earliest contribution to 

literature appeared as the first 
article in the \orth American for January, 
1837; it was the Michael Angelo article, which 
has never, so far as we know, seen the light of 
print in any other form; and now, 45 years 
afterward, this magazine opens with a paper 
on his death, in which its author, Mr. Whipple, 
declares him to be ** the greatest of American 
men of letters.” Surprising, indeed, has been 
the progress of our literature in that time, 
making now forever impossible again the 
humiliatingly true remark of Sidney 
Smith. Mr. Whipple limits himself to a 
consideration of kmerson as a poet, and be- 
gins with several pages on Wordsworth, who 
marked out a path in which Emerson inde- 
pendently followed, though Emerson advanced 
beyond Wordsworth and beyond ail his suc- 
cessors in the spiritual interpretation of na- 
ture, becoming more ‘‘crazy and mystical’’ 
than he or they dared to te. Mr. Whipple 
finds the reason for the ‘‘unwonted emotion”’ 
which much of Emerson’s poetry inspires to 
lie in ‘tour instinctive belief that the poet’s 
character was on a level with his lofty think- 
ing.”” His character was ‘‘as brave as 
it was sweet, as strong as it was beauti- 
ful, as firm and _ resvlute in will as 
it was keen and delicate in insight.” 
Moreover, he had ‘earned the right to au- 
thoritatively announce, without argument, 
great spiritual facts and principles because his 
soul had come into direet contact with them.” 
Mr. Charnay records some important Central 
American discoveries, inciuding a new Toltec 
city with a multitude of edifices, one of them 
a great temple, still standing, on the summit 
of apyramid facing a river. Eisewhere he 
found an Indian piano—of four octaves, con- 
structed of sonorous wood—wiich used to de- 
light the ancient Toltecs with its wousic. 
Among the natives of Natal, in South 
Atrica, is found, curiously, a similar instru- 
ment, bearing the seme name—marimba, Mr. 
F. Marion Crawford writes on false taste in 
art among Americans. One lesson of real 
practical value may be learned, he says, from 
the wsthetes, who, although a misguided body, 
‘*have astrong sense of unity.”? They know 
that for art growth the man of genius who 
creates must have a man of taste to appreciate 
and buy his work. ‘Hydraulic Pressure in 
Wall-street,” by an avonymous writer, is 
entertaining and instructive.

HARPER. 

—Aided by a score of portraits and views, 
Mr. Henry W. Lucy contributes to Harper a 
very readable paper on some eminent British 
statesmen. Among them is included Mr. 
Speaker Brand, of whom Americans know less 
than of the others, though his career in its way 
is as singularly curious and significant of the 
tone and course of public lifein England as 
any of the score. Mr. Brand began politics as 
a Liberal ‘‘whip,’’ and hence was pre-emi- 


nently a partisan. But for nine years he has 
held the office of Speaker, and his conduct in 
that place, despite irish obstruction and other 
great crises of the period, has never been seri- 
ously called into question. Mr. Brand is the 
heir presumptive to one of the oldest 
baronies of the kingdom. Lord Dacre, his 
brother, is 73, and he ‘‘may any morning 
wake to find himself a peer of the realm.” 
Most interesting are the pictures of Lord Bea- 
consfield’s last visit to the House, and a view 
of the Ministerial bench during a night de- 
bate—every one asleep or drowsy except Mr. 
Gladstone, whose eagle eye has the brightness 
of morning. Mr. William L, Alden, ‘tin the 
interest of archwological science,’ comes to 
the rescue from forgetfulness of the sailor 
songs that the typical Jack of the pre-propellier 
age was wont to sing when pulling the rope 
and turning the windlass. Of these songs, 
there were two classes—one to aid men in 
pulling all together, the other to pbeguile 
them when engaged at the prosaic labor 
of weighing anchor or working’ the 
pumps. The words and music of many 
songs are given as examples of the shanty 
man’s répertoire. which, if he was an artist of 
real cultivation, included at least 75 songs, 
some of which were harmless and simple 
enough, though others were of a character 
that will not tempta wise archzeologist to pre- 
serve them from the oblivion that has come 
over the clipper ship and packet on board 
which they had their wild day. The Harper 
Emerson tributes come from Mr. Curtis and 
Mr. Julian Hawthorne, while as the frontis- 
piece there is an extraordinary reproduction 
on wood by Mr. Closson ot Rowse’s crayon 
portrait. A passage from Mr. Curtis’s article 
should be quoted: 

‘*The sincerity and serenity of Emerson’s char- 
acter were unsurpassed. The freshness and glow 
of his interest in life were perennial. With a sober 
tenderness of regret he said to a friend who con- 
gratulated him upon his seventieth birthday: ‘ Yet 
it is a little sad to me, for I count to-day the end 
of youth.’ In no other sense than the lapse of 
years, however, was it true. That auroral fresh- 
ness of soul which is the distinetive charm of 
youth lingered when even memory somewhat 
failed. ‘* How long it is since I have seen you!’ ho 
said at Longfellow’s funeral to a friend whom he 
had accosted just before. But he said it with all 
that heartiness of mpathy and expectation 
which, in the golden primes of his life, when he was 
in many ways the most striking and original figure 
in his country, made him greet every comer as if 
he expecied to hear from him a wiser word than 
had yet been spoken. A youth, fascinated by 
this simple graciousness of manner, declared 
that Emerson greeted the most ordinary 
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persons like a King of Spain receiving an 
Ambassador from the Great Mogul The 
expectancy of his manner implied that every man 
bad some message to deliver. and he bent himself 
to hear. But his shrewdness of perception was ex- 
quisite. He did nottake dross because he hoped 
for gold. His reproof was as sure and incisive as 
the stroke of a delicate Damascus blade. Whena 
‘young man, hearing Emerson say that everybod 
ought to read Plato, followed his advice, and read, 
he thought, with the audacity of youth, that he de- 
tected faults in Plato, and wrote an essay to set 
them forth. He asked [Emerson to read it, and 
when be returned it to the youth Emerson said 
pleasantly, * My boy, when you strike at the King, 
you must kill him.’ One day he sat at dinner with 
a distinguished company of statesmen. ile was by 
far the most famous man at the table; but he 
modestly followed the conversation, turning from 
each guest who spoke to the next, with the old 
sweet gravity of earnest expectation. When ail 
the notable company had gone, a guest who re- 
mained said to him: ‘fsaw you talking with the 
English Minister. He is a brilliant man, and I hope 
that you found him agreeable.” *A very pleasant 
gentleman,’ replied Emerson, * but he does not rep- 
resent the England that I know.’ ” 


Unusual interest attaches to an illustrated 
paper on the Royal mummies, recently un- 
earthed at Thebes and now ‘lying in state’ in 
the museum at Boolak. ‘he promptness with 
which this rich contribution has followed the 
news of the discovery is an excellent instance 
of the enterprise which has been brought to 
bear on the management of Harper., Another 
illustrated paper is on the old ship-builders of 
New-York, the interest of which, like that of 
Mr. Alden’s, has « melancholy side. Portraits 
are given of Henry Eckford, David Brown, 
Jacob A, Westervelt, George and James R. 
Steers, Jacob Bell, and William H. Webb. 
There is none of Christian Bergh, (Henry’s 
father,) for he would not consent to have one 
made, having an impression that to do so 
‘* would betoken a certain aristocratic vanity.” 
Mr. Bergh’s dislike of debt was a passion. In 
his last illness his uppermost thought was the 
doctor’s bill, and he was not easy until his son 
had filled outa check and he, with a trembling 
hand, had signed it. The bill, of course, had 
noteven been presented. A few days aiter 
signing this check Mr. Bergh was dead.

PRACTICAL LESSONS BY THE SENIOR CLASS 
OF THE NORMAL COLLEGE. 

Many ladies and gentlemen visited the 
Normal College, at Fourth-avenue and Sixty-eighth- 
street, yesterday morning to witness a series of 
practical lessons given by members of the 
Senior Class for the purpose of iilustrating the 
value and necessity of normal training. President 
Thomas Hunter said to the visitors it was 
his hope that the graduates of the col- 
lege shall be more generally selected as 
teachers in the public schools, and he was satisfied 
that the pupils would thus be greatly benefited. 
The cn ildren who were yesterday morning exam- 
ined, or practiced upon, as the President put it, 
by the teachers were, he explained, of the better 
class, and he was satisfied that if such teachers 
were more generally employed in the _ public 
schools the standard of excellence would be con- 
siderably raised among all classes of children. 
The visitors were highly gratified with the prac- 
tical lessons given, and complimented the teachers 
and the children. The first period of lessons were 
given between 9:30 and 10 o'clock. In Lecture- 
room B, Miss Eva B. Hickinbottom was_ the 
teacher, and the subject was * Fountains,” illus- 
trated by drawings on the blackboard. In Room 
A, Miss Isabel McDonough had for a subject 
“Parts of a Fiower.” In Room C, Miss Nina 
Lewis's subject was ‘*Subtraction.”” The sec- 
ond period was between 10:15 and 10:45 o'clock. 
In koom C, Miss Mariaune Dowe gave an 
interesting lesson on the “ multiplication table of 
3.” In Room A a spelling lesson was conducted 
by Miss Marie Belle Coles. In Room B a class of 
boys was examined concerning their knowledge of 
ice and icebergs. The third period was from 11 to 
11:30 o’clock. In Room B Miss Rebeeca R. Elliott 
had “Grains” for her subject. ‘The Causes of 
the Civil War’’ was the subject in Room A, where 
Miss Kate O. Baruc presided. The fourth period 
was from 11:45 to 12:15 o'clock. In Room B Miss 
Lillian Chambers gave a lesson on the “Nature of 
Piants,’’ and in Room A Miss Esther Jackson's sub- 
ject was “ Fiags.”’ The children were questioned 
concerning their knowledge of the subjects, and 
expressed themselves clearly and grammatically. 
Much amusement was created at times by the an- 
ewers given. The meaning of the words used by 
the pupils was carefully inquired into. In the 
class before Miss Brown ice was described by dif- 
ferent pupils until the following sentence was 
formed on the blackboard: *‘* Ice is natural, solid, 
cold, slippery, brittle, transparent, or translucent.”” 
When one of the pupils used the word“ huge” in 
describing an iceberg, Miss Brown asked the other 
pupils whether any other word would do as well, 
and the words “tremendous,” ‘*imm_nse,”’ 
* large,” ‘* great,” “big.” and ‘* massive’ were 
given by them. A very small boy, when asked to 
describe an iceberg, replied with amusing brevity, 
‘lots of ice.’ The subjects had evidently been 
well studied by the teachers, and they handsomely 
acquitted themselves.

SUPPLIES FOR ARCTIC EXPLORERS. 

The first of a series of annual supply parties 
by the Signal Service to Lady Franklin Bay, the 
head-quarters of the Greely exploration party, 
will leave bere next Monday, the 26th, for St. John, 
Newfoundland, where the Neptune, ehartered for 
the northward voyage, awaitsit. The party com- 
prises 10 selected men, and will be commanded by 
Mr. William Beebe, of the Signal Service. Word 
from the Greely party is anticipated with much 


interest because of the new tactics pursued by its 
commander inthe matter of arctic exploration, 
known as the “ colony plan,’”’ by which commual- 
eation with the exploring party is maintained with 
the starting-point or base of operations by means 
of a series of supply stations, this method 
being thought the most certain of good re- 
sults. The party began its explorations last 
Summer, since which time nothing hus been 
heard from it. The attention of Congress being 
occupied with other matters, and the likelihood 
that the bill appropriating funds for the equipment 
of the supply party will not be reached for some 
time, has prompted Gen. Hazen to equip the party 
on his own responsibility and with his own money. 
This action is rondered necessary by the fact that 
the steamer conveying the party must start from 
St. John in the early part of July in order to return 
without risk of disaster in the ice in Smith’s Sound 
or Bailin’s Bay. The amount expended will not be 
less than $30,000. Neglect toreach Lieut. Greely 
with supplies this Summer would endanger his en- 
tire exploring party, and itis because of this vital 
emergency that Gen. Hazen proceeds without 
awaiting the action of Congress. All mail and con- 
tributions of reading matter for the Greely party 
should be sent to the Signal Office, No. 120 Broad- 
way, before Monday next.

YOUTHFUL CRIMINALS 1N COURT. 

The Judges of the Courts of General Sessions 
have frequently had occasion to deplore the fact 
that a large majority of the male prisoners ar- 
raigned are mere youths. This faet was more than 
usually apparent yesterday, when 17 boys and 
young men were called to plead to indictments 
charging them with various offenses. Fourteen 
either pleagjed guilty or were convicted, and three 
were acquitted. Twelve were indicted for burg- 
lary, and five for lareeny of different grades, The 
ages of the youthful prisoners ranged as follows: 
Three were 13 years, three 14, four 16, three 18, two 
19, and two 20. The penalties inflicted ranged from 
commitment to the House of Refuge to imprison- 
ment in State prison for two years and six months. 
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TEN 7HOUSAND DOLLARS DAMAGES, 
While returning from church Mrs. Catharine 
McDermott stepped upon the cover of a coal-hole 
in front of the house No. 89 West Sixteenth-street, 
owned by Mrs. Elizabeth J. Clarke. The cover 
gave way, and she fell into the coal-hole and was 


very badly injured. She sued Mrs. Clarke for 
$10,000 damages, and the latter put in an 
answer alleging that Mrs. McDermott had been 
guilty of contributory negligence. The case was 
called for trial in the Court of Common Pleas yes- 
terday, but nobody appeared for Mrs. Clarke. 
Judge Van Brunt had a jury impanneled and an 


inquest taken. In charging the jury he said that 
the sidewalks are for the use of the publio, and 
that the person who has a coal-hole cut in front of 
his house is responsible in damages to any person 
injured in the hole, unless it is shown that the in- 
jured person acted with gross negligence. The 
jury found a verdict for the full amount of dam- 
ages claimed by the plaintiff. Mrs. McDermott 
still suffers from her injuries, and ske had to be 
carried to court upon a stretcher.

THE REMOVAL OF 1HE RESERVOIR. 
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MR. WEBB’S SUIT AND THE POWERS OF THE 
CORPORATION COUNSEL. 

William H. Webb and other owners of real 
estate in the neighit orhood of Fifth-avenue and 
Forty-second-street are suing the Mayor, &c., and 
the Commissioner of Public Works to prevent the 
removal of the Croton water resérvoir now situ- 
ated there. The basis of the suit is an allegation 
that the Legislative aet directing the removal of 
the reservoir is unconstitutional. An injunction 
restraining the defendants from doing any work 
under that act was procured by the plaintiffs, and 
is yet in force. Corporation Counsel Whitney put 
in an answer to the compiaint, but on Feb. 28 last 
the Board of Aldermen passed a resolution oppos- 
ig the demolition of the reservoir, approving the 
suit of 4r. Webdb and his co-plaintiffs, and direct- 
ing the withdrawal of the answer. . The Corpora- 
tion Counsel refused to obey the order of the Alder- 
mes. The plaintifis then moved, before Judge Law- 
rence, in Supreme Court, Chambers, to have the an- 
swer stricken out and the temporary injunction in 
their favor made permanent. It was argued for 
them that the Corporation Counsel was bound to 
obey the direction of the Board of Aldermen. 
Corperation Counsel Whitney insisted that he was 
not sudject to the orders of the Common Council 
respecting the management of suits to which the 
City is a party, but is bound to follow his own ideas 
of what is proper to be done. Judge Lawrence de- 
nied the motion yesterday, holding that the Cor- 
poration Counsel is responsible to the corporation 
made up of the whole body of citizens, and not 
merely to the Aldermen, and thatin the perform- 
ance of his duties he is not bound to consuit the 
wishes of those local legislators

IS HE SANE OR INSANE? 

Samuel Obright was recently brought from 
the Middletown Lunatic Asylum on a writ of 
habeas corpus. The writ was obtained by his young 
wife, to whom he was married only a few days be- 


fore his relatives had him locked up as an in- 
sane person. It is declared by Mrs. Obright 
that her  husband’s friends are perse- 
euting him because, beinga Jew. he married her, a 
Christian. Before Judge Lawrence, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, on Monday last,a return was 
made to the writ to the effect that Obright was in- 
sane, and had been regularly committed upon the 
certificate of two physicians. This return was 
traversed with the assertion that Obright was never 
insane. The matter was then adjourned until yes- 
terday, and Obright was allowed to go in the cus- 
tody of his at orney. On Wednesday he visited 
his mother and procured $10 from her. His rela- 
tives informed the court yesterday that he had 
procured the money by threatening to kill his 
mother, and that he told her she must provide him 
with $500 to-morrow. His attorney denied that he 
had threatened to do harm to anybody. Judge 
Lawrence ordered a reference to ascertain ali the 
facts in the controversy. and, pending the report 
of the Referee, put Obright into the custody of the 
Sheriff.

INJURED BY AN EXPLOSION OF OIL. 

Michael Hamlin, an oil-tester employed at 
the Standard Oil-works, Hunter’s Point, was seri- 
ously injured yesterday while at work testing oil 
in an agitator. He was leaning over the man-hole 
of the tank when the oil suddenly exploded and he 
was hurled into the air, his face and hair being 
covered with the burning oil. Some workmen 
standing near picked him up directiy he fell and 
conveyed him to the office of Dr. W. H. Burnett, 
where his injuries, which are very severe, but not 
necessarily tatal. were attended to, and he was re- 
moved to hishome. The fire in the tank was ex- 
tinguished with but slight loss. 
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A BARK INJURED BY AN ICEBERG. 
The Captain of the steam-ship St. Germain, 
of the French Line, which arrived from Havre yes- 
terday, reports that when on the Banks of New- 
foundland he spoke the bark Lizzie Ross, which 


left this port for Kurope on June 6. The latter had 
come in collision with an iceberg and injured her 
bows, which were, however, temporarily :epaired. 
The bark, after the collision, leaked considerably, 
but when the St. Germain spoke her she was ina 
better eondition. Her master refused the French 
Captain’s offer to take off the crew of the injured 
vessel and bring them to this port.

With a Pension bill of a hundred mil- 
lions, a River and Harbor bill likely to 
amount to twenty millions, and bills for the 
erection of new public buildings represent- 
ing a perfectly indefinite aggregate of 
cost, it needs a good deal of assu- 
rance on the part of Judge KELLEY 
and his coworkers to talk of diminished 
expenditures and an unimpaired surplus. 
{n point of absurdity there is very little to 
thoose between such arguments as those 
offered by Mr. Waits, of Kentucky, and 
by Mr. Hutcnts, of New-York, in sup- 
port of sweeping reductions of  in- 
kernal revenue taxes. Only the one 
frankly avows that he thinks the re- 
fuction or repeal of the tax on 
tobacco is justifiable because it would help 
the Republican Party to carry sundry doubt- 
ful districts in the South, while Mr. Hutrcu- 
INS rants and raves about the ship of State 
having been struck by a squall under 
whose shock she still staggers, and 
whose effects may be mitigated by 
theapening rum and tobacco. There 
was an infusion of sober sense into 
yesterday’s debate by Mr. Anperson, of 
Kansas, on one side of the House, and Mr. 
Morrison, of Illinois, on the other; but its 
general course so far has been chiefly re- 
markable for a lavish display of irrational 
prejudice, pretentious ignorance, and mis- 
chievous demagogism. 





The three sections added by the Senate to 
the Bank Charter bill include Mr. Sxer- 
MAN’S 3 per cent. bond bill, Mr. At- 
Lison’s gold certificate Dill, and Mr. 
Becr’s measure to prevent the over-certifica- 
tion of checks. The first provides for the ex- 
change of 3} per cent. bonds for 8s, the latter 
being made redeemable only after all bonds 
bearing a higher rate of interest shall 
have been paid, the second directs the 
issue of certificates of the amount of 
$20 and upward in exchange for de- 
posits of gold coin and makes these 
certificates receivable for Customs, taxes, 
and all public dues, while the third in- 
flicts a maximum penalty of $5,000 and 
five years’ imprisonment on ‘“‘any officer, 
tlerk, or agent’’ of a national banking asso- 
ciation ‘‘ who shall certify checks before the 
amount thereof shall have been regularly 
entered to the credit of the dealer.”” What- 
ever be the value of these legislative experi- 
ments, they certainly ought to have been 
left to be discussed on their own merits, and 
not foisted as ‘‘ riders’”’ on a bill with which 
they have no necessary connection. It may 
be doubted whether the national banking 
system has not as much to fear from the 
meddlesome solicitude of its friends as 
from the avowedly destructive tactics of its 
enemies. 


Certain of our timid fellow-citizens are 
thrown into spasms ofterror by the report 
that the Chinese Government is exasperated 
by the passage of the bill to restrict coolie 


immigration. The prognosticators of evil 
are swift to cry ‘‘I told you so,’’ when they 
learn from the Hong Kong newspapers that 
the Chinese Imperial Council of State is un- 
certain whether to sever all diplomatic rela- 
tions with the United States or to wait for us 
to apologize and retrace our steps. The Chi- 
nese Government may not be conducted by 
great statesmen, but it is managed by men of 
common sense. To suppose that these men, 
after having negotiated with us a treaty grant- 
ing us the right to do certain things, should 
suddenly change their ground and declare 
their anger because the stipulations of the 
treaty have been carried out, is the wildest 
folly. And to say that the Chinese Govern- 
ment, intrusted with the management of 
several hundred millionsof people, is worry- 
ing itself over the partial exclusion of a 
bandful of Chinese from any country is the 
height of the ridiculous. The alarming dis- 
patch that tells of wrath and indignation in 
the imperial circles of Pekin was undoubt- 
edly born in the British ectony of Hong 
Kong. Its ingenious authors will chuckle 


when they learn that many American citi- 
zens have been by it so badly scared that 
they are ready to ask pardon of the distant 
and unregarding Son of Heaven. 


The European concert is again out of 
tune. England and France sent to their 
Ambassadors at Constantinople detailed in- 
structions in time for the conference ap- 
pointed for yesterday, but at the hour of 
meeting the instructions of the German, 
Austrian, Russian, and Italian Ambassadors 
had not arrived, so the conference was 
postponed. The promptness of the West- 
ern powers and the tardiness of the others 
are easily understood. The ‘pocket nerve’’ 
of England and France has been touched 
by the sharp decline of Egyptian securities 
and the falling off of the revenues to 
& point which makes the office of 
the agents of the Control a sinecure, 
there being no money for them to 
handle. Those powers, therefore, are now 
ready to act, and could quickly agree upon 
a policy, the chief feature of which, as 
stated by M. pe Freycinet yesterday, is 
‘* the observance of the international engage- 
ments of Egypt.”’ The other powers have 
no interestin these ‘‘engagements,” and it 
is consequently less easy for them to out- 
line their policy. As the conference 
promises them no gain, they may in 
the end agree with Turkey that none 
should be held. Were it not for the fear 
that England and France—whose control 
over Egypt has been shattered, if not de- 
stroyed, by the reorganization of the Gov- 
ernment with Aras Pasha in command of 
the Army—may make an uncomfortable 
disturbance in the east end of the Mediter- 
ranean, the other powers would no doubt be 
found quite willing to let matters take their 
course. 


No section of the American press does so 
much to undermine the foundations of re- 
ligion and morality as that which is dis- 
tinctively known as ‘‘religious.’? From the 
Tweed Ring to the Manhattan Railroad 
swindle, from the legislative partners in 
Crédit Mobilier to the versatile discoverer of 
the Cesnola collection, there has not been a 
fraud or humbug of the last ten years 
whose apologists and defenders have not been 
found among the weekly journals which 
claim to represent the religious sentiment of 
the country. One of these alleged ‘‘ Chris- 
tian’’ censors has recently had something to 
say about ‘‘ trial by newspaper’’ with special 
reference to the course of Tae Trmss in re- 
gard to the Manhattan scandal. That journal 
is now rejoiced to find that the report 
of the Assembly committee fully sus- 
tains its original convictions as to the 
blamelessness of Attorney-General Warp, 
and it adds that ‘‘his most positive de- 
famers among the press have been forced to 
take back their previous and imperious [s?c] 
verdict.””’ Tae Times bas not ‘* defamed”’ 
Mr. Warp in the sense of circulating re- 
ports injurious to his character with ma- 
licious intent and without any regarl to 
their foundation, and so far from taking 
back its verdict, ‘‘imperious’’ or otherwise, 
on that gentleman, it has most emphatically 
reaffirmed it. Dur religious contemporary 
would seem, therefore, to have insinuated 
one falsehood for the purpose of capping it 
with the bold statement of another. 


A CHECK TO THE MONCPOLISTS. 

The Legislature wasted a considerable 
part of the late session in an effort to defeat 
or ruin an important public measure on the 
pretense that the Governor could not be 
trusted to exercise a power belonging to his 
office in the interest of the people. Now 
the Governor is engaged in saving the 
people so far as possible from the conse- 
quences of the mischievous work which 
made up a large part of the record of 
this same Legislature. Yesterday he 
put on filehis reasons for not approving the 
bill which was intended to relieve the ele- 
vated railroads of this City of more than 
half their share in the burden of taxation. 
His action was so obviously a matter of pub- 
lic duty that he is deserving of no special 
credit for it, but in these times we are fain 
to express gratitude for the honest perform- 
ance of a public duty, as if it were hardly a 
matter to be expected. At all events, Gov. 
CORNELL has shown his superiority over 
the Legislature which professed so much 
distrust of his purposes, in his. vigilant care 
for the interests of the State and of the 
people. 

The passage of the Elevated Railroad Tax 
bill was a disgraceful episode in the career 
of the Legislature of 1882 second only to 
the whitewashing of the judicial character of 
Judge WEsTBROOK, and the responsibility 
of those who took part in it should not 
be forgotten because the Governor has 
prevented the consummation of its in- 
iquitous purpose. The elevated railroad 
combination holds a public franchise 
of enormous value, for which it has paid 
nothing. Its property professes to repre- 
sent a capital of more than $45,000,000, 
much of which is in reality fictitious, but on 
the whole of which it has intended and still 
intends to obtain an income. Interest on 
its $20,000,000 and more of bonds must 
be paid and dividends on its $26,000,000 
of stock it proposes to have. If it 
cannot earn the latter there is cer- 
tainly no justification for the existence 
of the fictitious half of that stock. Its prop- 
erty is assessed at something like $18,500,- 
000, and it has the audacity to claim, in the 
face of its outrageous stock-watering, that 
this is too much. It still owes taxes for the 
years 1880 and 1881 amounting to $1,230,- 
936 on this very moderate assessment, the 
collection of which it is resisting in the 
courts. 

A bill was introduced in the Assembly at 
the instance of the Mayor and Controller of 
the City providing for an equitable reassess- 
ment of the property of corporations for the 
years 1880 and 1881, in consequence of liti- 
gation that had arisen out of the application 
of the new laws affecting the taxation of 
corporate property. The questions at issue 
will no doubt be finally settled by the 
courts, but it was thought that trouble 
and expense might be avoided by 
the legislative action proposed. This bill 
passed the Assembly, but in the Senate, 
where it came to be known as bill No. 401, 
the elevated railroad monopoly got at it 
through the good offices of that eminent 
anti-monopolist, Tomas F. Grapy, and 
secured the interpolation of an amend- 
ment which commuted the entire taxa- 


tion of its property for the last two years 
and for all time to come to a pay- 
ment of 4 per cent. on the gross receipts of 
the railroads. The gross receipts are said 
to be about $6,000,000 annually, and it is 
easy to cipher out the loss to the City which 
this change contemplated. It would amount 
to more than $750,000 on the overdue taxes 
and $316,000 on the levy of the present 
year. This would, of course, have to be 
made up by the general tax payers. 
But aside from the question of di- 
rect loss there was a very impor- 
tant principle involved. Other corpora- 
tions and individual citizens pay taxes 
on their property according to a valuation 
deemed by the proper authorities to be just, 
without reference to the income derived from 
it. Means are provided, available to all 
alike, for rectifying any injustice or in- 
equality that shall be proved to exist. This 
bill proposed not simply to make a discrimi- 
nation in favor of the most unscrupulous 
monopoly of modern times in the mode of 
levying and collecting taxes, but to reduce 
by more than one-half its contribution to the 
public revenues, 

This amended measure got through the 
Senate before its iniquitous purpose was 
fully understood. The concurrence of the 
Assembly was secured in the first instance 
by a reckless application of gag-law, with 
the countenance and support of the Speaker; 
but its character was well known to most 
of those who voted for it. After it became 
fully understood, a motion for its recon- 
sideration was defeated, and a joint resolu- 
tion adopted by the repentant Senate to 
recall it after it had gone to the Gov- 
ernor met a similar fate in the lower 
house. Every one of the Tammany members 
present when the votes were taken voted for 
the amended bill and against reconsidera- 
tion, notwithstanding their loud professions 
of hostility to monopolies. Among its sup- 
porters were only nine Republicans, con- 
spicuous among whom were the venerable 
ALvorD, of Onondaga; Baker, of Monroe, 
and Bropsky, of this City. In the main its 
supporters were Democrats, and it was 
pressed by one of the boldest and most cor- 
rupt gangs of lobbyists which the Capitol has 
ever known. Surely the Governor is enti- 
tled to no extravagant praise for his refusal 
to approve a bill of this character, carried 
through the two houses as this was, and reso- 
lutely opposed by the Mayor, Controller, 
and Corporation Counsel of the City 
and by every honest tax-payer and 
public-spirited citizen. The history of the 
bill furnishes a striking illustration of the 
character of the great Manhattan monopoly 
and the need of stronger safeguards for pub- 
lic rights against the centralized power of 
corporations, More than all, it warns the 
people of the absolute necessity of strenuous 
efforts to secure a higher standard of hon- 
esty and integrity among the men chosen to 
represent their interests in the Legislature. 


CHILI'S TERMS. 

Chili is obviously master of the situation 
on the west coast, but the making of a 
treaty of peace does not depend upon her 
alone. Peru must have a part in it, and 
Peru, unfortunately, is without a Govern- 
ment. Unless Chili will modify her terms 
to such a degree as to make them entirely ac- 
ceptable to Peru, or unconditionally recognize 
either CALDERON or MonTERO as President 
of the republic, no satisfactory and stable 
peace can be arranged. It is hinted that 
the negotiations of which Sefior Noroa 
speaks in the address printed in our 
Panama dispatches are being carried 
on with CaLpgeRon. This is not im- 
probable, for it was lately reported that 
CALDERON, who is a prisoner in Chili, had 
made known his willingness toaccept Chili’s 
terms, the same which Montrro, Peru’s 
acting President, had declared he could not 
accept. These terms include the cession of 
Tarapaca and the occupation of Arica and 
Tacna until the war indemnity of $20,000,000 
is paid, to which CALDERON is said to have 
added the condition that the Chilian troops 
should withdraw from the northern depart- 
ments permanently, and from all the cities 
pending the election of a new President and 
members of Congress. 

It would be a happy day for Peru, no 
doubt, if a peace could be immediately con- 
cluded on these terms, which are as favor- 
able as she can now expect. But Cat- 
DERON Cannot assent to such conditions any 
more than Montero. Both are the crea- 
tures of the Chorillos Congress, and that 
body, regularly constituted and speaking 
with authority as the voice of Peru, forbade 
the conclusion of a peace based on the ces- 
sion of territory. Monrrro declined to 
enter into negotiations for this express rea- 
son, GARCIA CaLpERON is in precisely 
the same position, as, if he accepts the terms 
offered by Sefior Noroa, Chili’s diplomatic 
representative in Lima, he will do so on his 
personal responsibility, and must trust to 
his influence in the new Congress to 
secure a ratification of his action. It 
may be said that the political head 
of a country in such a desperate con- 
dition as Peru is extremely foolish 
to let nice constitutional questions stand in 
the way of peace negotiations, but irregular 
and unauthorized proceedings on the part of 
either CALDERON or MontTERO would lead 
to new and deplorable complications in Pe- 
ruvian politics. There are plenty of dema- 
gogues and political adventurers ready 
to appeal to the mob against them 
and to denounce them as the betrayers 
of their country and the auctioneers of her 
richest provinces. In the present state of 
public feeling in Lima, where, as Mr. Tres- 
cor pointed out, the baneful results of Mr. 
BLatnxk’s policy are visible in the settled be- 
lief of the people that the United States will 
forcibly interfere to save them from the loss 
of territory, a revolt against the weak half 
Government at present nominally in power 
would lead to new troubles and the indefi- 
nite postponement of peace. 

The announcement that a bill will be at 
once introduced into the Chilian Congress 
incorporating the ‘‘ex-Peruvian’’ depart- 
ments of Tarapaca and Tacna, including 
the port of Arica, with the territory of Ohili 
is again made with some positiveness. 
Coupled with the sentiments expressed by 
Sefior Noroa, this indicates Chili’s purpose 
to be speedily rid of her embarrassments in 
Peru by some means, regular or irregular. 
The annexation of the two departments by 
the mere passage of a Dill to that ef- 
fect would be decidedly irreguiar. Chili’s 
title to the new territory would be forever 
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open to dispute and defeasible whenever 
Peru could muster troops enough to drive 
her over south of the present boundary. If 
Chili is wise she will not show such haste 
aud greed asis implied in this announced 
purpose of hers. She may have some diffi- 
culty in persuading Peru to consent to the 
cession of Tarapaca, but if the peace sought 
is to be permanent her consent must in some 
way be gained. : 

Chili is not acting the part of a generous 
conqueror. Sefior Noroa’s often-repeated 
declaration about the duty imposed by 
Chilian ‘‘ patriotism,’’ when translated into 
the language of common sense, means 
simply that Chili has Peru bound 
and gagged, and intends to despoil her at 
her leisure without regard to the struggles 
of the victim or the protests of the by- 
standers. Mr. Brarns, of course, in such 
an emergency, would send violent and 
threatening messages, which would only 
make matters worse. Indeed, had Mr. 
Buarnk been less unscrupulous about mix- 
ing his private ambitions with his 
public duties, these west coast troubles 
would have been settled long ago. Mr. 
TRESCOT, 8 more experienced and upright 
man than Mr. Buauyg, gave Chili plenty of 
good advice, which she would do well to 
heed. Gen. Montero asked Chili to recog- 
nize him as President, which she has never 
done, and to give him opportunity to 
consult the national Congress at Arequipa 
in order that he might obtain the necessary 
authority to treat with Sefior Noroa. These 
preliminary conditions are absolutely neces- 
sary to the opening of the negotia- 
tions, and they are entirely reason- 
able. But Chili, contrary to the 
earnest recommendation of Mr. Trmscort, 
rejected the propositions. Chili, therefore, 
carefully bars every path by which Peru 
might reach a position from which she could 
conclude a constitutionally binding peace. 
There might be some hope of a happy issue 
from the irregular negotiation in which 
CALDERON is supposed to be engaged were 
the Peruvians a people of greater pulitical 
wisdom and stability, but so long as they 
entertain the extravagant expectations 
aroused by Mr. Buiarne’s follies there is 
little reason to expect a permanent settle- 
ment of their difficulties. 


IN BEHALF OF SUIENCE. 

If Gorrgav had killed an obscure citizen 
whom he pretended to have been obliged to 
‘*remove”’ by an inspiration, he would have 
long since been hanged, and the world would 
have taken almost no note of his defense or 
his execution. The distinction of his victim 
has given him a fictitious distinction above 
all other criminals who ever afflicted this 
community. Because he killed a Presi- 
dent of the United States he seems 
to be entitled to the morbid sym- 
pathy of many people, and in his 
behalf the resources of the _ courts 
have been exhausted, and the last appeal has 
been taken to the highest tribunal in the 
Republic. Finally, there being nothing left 
but the Executive clemency to appeal to, 
the representatives of certain organizations 
have applied to the President of the United 
States for a special commission to sit upon 
GUITEAU’s case and to decide whether he is 
insane or not. The man is sentenced to be 
hanged on June 80, and it is asked that he 
be reprieved, if the commission cannot be 
appointed and be ready to report before the 
time appointed for his hanging. 

The societies making this demand, in the 
name of science and humanity, are a queer 
lot. Among them the reader will recognize 
the titles of several concerns that affect an 
immense amount of erudition and occult 
knowledge, but whose ‘‘ strong hold’’ is their 
mystery and abstruseness. Reading the pe- 
tition of these combined organizations, it is 
not easy to determine whether the movers 
in the matter are more desirous for the pro- 
motion of the interests of science or of the 
interests of humanity. The general im- 
pression will be that the petitioners re- 
gard the assassin as a psychological curiosi- 
ty upon whom they desire to try a few 
experiments. These pseudo-alienists and 
neurological persons are nothing if not em- 
pirical. Assuming to speak for ‘‘ the pro- 
fession,’’ they say that there are several cir- 
cles in the craft divided into groups of men 
holding different views regarding GUITEAU’S 
responsibility. One circle believes him 
to be insane, and that he should never 
have been tried. Another circle is of the 
same opinion, but is afraid to say so, while 
a third circle believes him sane and desery- 
ing death. But, according to the spokesman 
of the combined groups, the opinion that 
GuITEAU is insane and should not be hanged 
is rapidly becoming the belief of all circles. 

One of the remarkable statements of the 
delegation who presented this case to the 
President yesterday was that the reason why 
this statement was presented in GuITHAv’s 
behalf so late in the history of the case is 
that ‘“‘in the opinion of the leading physi- 
cians and lawyers of the country’’ there 
was no defense and no lawyer. ‘‘ The 
incompetency of ScoviLLE was as phe- 
nomenal as the insanity of his client.’’ 
According to this suddenly revealed rep- 
resentative of the medical profession, 
nine-tenths of the doctors do not be- 
lieve that Gurreav is responsible for his 
acts. Therefore, says this eminent authority, 
‘Psychology is not pleading for Gurrzau, 
but for the American people.’? The Ameri- 
can people are undoubtedly very greatly 
obliged to these scientific twaddlers for their 
disinterested labors. And when they say 
that they do not ask for pardon, ‘‘for noth- 
ing has been done that could be pardoned,”’ 
they really seem to have exhausted their 
case. It is assmmed that GuiTHat is insane, 
that a commission will so adjudge him, and 
that allthe judicial proceedings in his case 
were almost farcical, because the defendant is 
irresponsible and has not been defended by 
any competent person. 

* There is no reason to suppose that the 
** profession’’ represented in this novel 
and pertinacious petition is any more 
trustworthy or worthy of respect and 
belief than the profession that diagnosed 
the case of GarFreLD. There never 
was, and never will be, any consider- 
able number of doctors who will agree upon 
any given point. It naturally follows that 
where so much of the so-called science of 
medicine is gue@swork the guessers will 
widely differ. But, so far as the general 
public has cognizance of the matter, the 
eminent persons who attended the sick- 
bed of the President and wrote or talked 
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about the case (and these were many) were 
agreed as to the supposed character of the 
wound inflicted by Gurrwavu, and the 
course and position of the bullet. The 
post-mortem revealed the fact that* not one 
man of all the host had guessed aright. 
Science, having failed to describe the 
exact condition of GarFIELD’s wound and 
to follow the course of the fatal ball, now 
demands another hearing in behalf of the 
assassin, who has been lawfully tried, con- 
victed, condemned, and sentenced to be 
hanged. If this felon had, in a moment of 
passion, assaulted a victim in a frontier set- 
tlement, and had been incontinently strung 
up to a hickory limb by a committee 
of lawless citizens, Science would have 
probably turned its attention to the lynchers 
as worthy of curious investigation, if Science 
had taken any notice whatever of the in- 
cident, But this particular crime being of 
world-wide note, and the criminal being a 
unique character, Science is busy with its 
theories without foundation and its facts 
that are largely invented. The man has 
been fairly tried. The highest authorities 
in medical jurisprudence (so far as relative 
height can be ascertained) have been brought 
into the witness box, and the assassin has 
been convicted. If this abomimable crea- 
ture were a hero and a martyr, no greater 
sympathy could have been wasted upon him 
than has been evoked in his behalf. Let an 
end be made of this insufferable twaddle. 


THE DEUSTER BILL. 

The so-called ‘‘ Deuster’’ bill is entitled 
*« An act to regulate the carriage of passen- 
gers by sea.’’ It ought properly to be called 
an act to put a stop to immigration, for if it 
becomes a law and is thoroughly enforced 
the steerage passenger will be effectually 
shut out from this country. 

The bill is a very long one and is full of 
minute provisions ostensibly designed for 
the comfort of passengers. It prescribes the 
exact height between decks of every com- 
partment in which passengers may be ear- 
ried, and the precise amount of space which 
must be left vacant above and below every 
berth. So generous are these provisions 
that it has been said that there is not a 
transatlantic steamer now in the trade which 
can comply with them without being sub- 
stantially rebuilt. Undoubtedly it should 
be made unlawful to carry passengers in 
compartments so small as to be unfit 
for human habitation, but it is really 
unnecessary “to require that every pas- 
senger steamer should give to its cheap- 
est class of passengers accommodations 
positively palatial in comparison with 
the lodgings which they have been accus- 
tomed to occupy on shore. It would be 
rather absurd to drive a vast fleet of steam- 
ers out of the passenger trade because the 
space between the spar deck and main deck 
happens to be one inch less than the space 
demanded by the ‘‘ Deuster’’ bill, but that 
such will be the effect of the bill is openly 
asserted by men who are presumably speak- 
ing the truth. 

The bill also provides that no bad weather 
shall be met by any passenger steamer, un- 
der penalty of a heavy fine to be inflicted 
upon the master. It is true that this is not 
the wording of the bill, but it is clearly its 
intent. In section 3 it is provided that 
‘* passengers shall have the free and unim- 
peded use of the whole of each hatchway 
situated over the compartments or spaces 
appropriated to their use.’’ In bad weather 
it is often necessary to close the hatchways 
and to keep them closed for days together. 
If a hatchway is hermetically sealed, surely 
the passengers cannot be said to have the 
free and unimpeded use of it. The safety 
of the ship may absolutely require the clos- 
ing of the hatchways, but the ‘‘ Deuster’’ bill 
does not allow the master any discretion in 
the matter. Obviously, the framers of the 
bill intended to put a stop to storms on the 
Atlantic, and if a storm does occur which 
necessitates the closing of the hatchways 
the master is to be severely punished. 

Furthermore, ‘‘ whenever the state of the 
weather will permit, the passengers and 
their bedding shall be mustered on deck.”’ 
It is not said that they are to be so mustered 
once a week or once a day, but ‘‘ whenever 
the state of the weather will permit.’’ It is 
therefore made the duty of the master of a 
steam-ship to keep his passengers and their 
bedding mustered on deck during an entire 
Summer passage, provided the weather will 
permit them to remain there. In thecase of 
a vessel carrying, say, a thousand passen- 
gers and meeting with nothing but fine 
weather, the deck would present a rather 
crowded appearance, and the passengers 
might not find themselves entirely comforta- 
ble. Nevertheless, the master, anxious to 
avoid a fine of five hundred dollars and im- 
prisonment for six months, weuld sternly 
keep both “‘ passengers and bedding’’ mus- 
tered on deck and refuse to listen to their 
petitions to be allowed to go below at night. 

The provision in respect to the food to be 
supplied to passengers is very explicit. 
Each passenger is to be supplied every day 
with food equal ‘‘in value to at least fifty 
cents, United States money, per head,’’ and 
this food is to be served ‘‘on tables with 
seats around.’’ It is the right of passengers 
to be supplied with wholesome food and 
with sufficient food, but neither passengers 
nor legislators have a right to say what shall 
be the value of this food in United States 
money or any other money. Where is this 
‘“«value”’ to be computed? At the place where 
the food is purchased by the steam-ship 
owners, at the American port where the 
passengers are disembarked, or at some other 
place, say, Timbuctoo or Upernavik? The 
bill ought to contain a section providing that 
fifty cents in American money shall always 
have the same purchasing power at all times 
and at all places, and it is evidently due to 
an oversight on the part of its framers that 
no such provision appears. 

Section 7 forbids the officers and crew 
to frequent the part of the vessel assigned to 
the use of passengers. This is very proper, 
but it is also directed that ‘‘a copy of this 
section, written or printed in the language or 
languages of the passengers on board,’’ 
shall be posted in various parts of the vessel. 
This provision can easily be complied with 
in case the passengers on board any particu- 
lar vessel happen to be Germans or English- 
men or Italians. But suppose there is 4 
Chinaman, a Pole, a Greek, ora Turk among 
the passengers. The unhappy master of 
the vessel must make a copy of section 7 
im Chinese, Polish, Greek, or Turkish, as the 
case may be, or resian himself to the inflic- 


tion of a fine of one thousand dollars, or a 
sentence of imprisonment for one year. 
There are probably only one or two linguists 
in the world who know languages enough to 
meet the requirements of this section, and 
even they lack the knowledge of seaman- 
ship which would fit them to command pas- 
senger steamers. 

The framers of the ‘‘ Deuster’”’ bill may be 
very anxious to keep immigrants out of the 
country, but they ought to have the courage 
to say so frankly. To procure, as they have 
done, under the pretext of caring for im- 
migrants, the passage of a law virtually 
prohibiting immigration is disingenuous, 
and it is to be hoped that President ARTHUR 
will show his disapproval of their conduct 
by vetoing the bill. 

A eA ORT STE 

The Committee on First Aid to the Injured 
has just issued its first report of operations. This 
is one of the worthy enterprises established by the 
State Charities Aid Association, and the report in- 
dicates the good it has already accomplished as 
well as the difficulties it has encountered. With 
the co-operation and aid of a corps of public-spirit- 
ed physicians, whose serviees are volunteered gra- 
tuitously, the committee strive to teach both men 
and women how to treat injured people in the im- 
portant period that generally elapses before the 
arrival of the professional physician or sur- 
geon. This valuable instruction is accom- 
plished by lecture classes and the study of 
a text-book, and the report shows that 132 out of 
190 students have received certificates entitling 
them to act as qualified assistants to the injurea 
in any emergency. During the first season 18 
free classes have been established in this City 
among shop girls, women living in tenement- 
houses, and among the members of working 
men’s clubs. It is in instructing the employes of 
factories, where the workers are exposed to dan- 
ger by reason of contact with intricate machinery, 
that the committee have put forth earnest effort, 
and hope in the future to extend their field of useful- 
ness. Some effort was made to instruct railway em- 
ployes at the Grand Central Depot, but the attempt 
was retarded greatly by the difficulty experienced 
in getting the men together for any specified time, 
owing to the peculiar nature of their official duties. 
No effort has yet been made in the direction of en- 
lightening members of the Police force in the mat- 
ter of aiding the injured, but the committee report 
that the Police Superintendent has shown a warm 
interest in the work, and has favored a thirty days’ 
course of instruction under the committee's super- 
vision as an obligatory preparation for qualifica- 
tion for appointment on the Police force. The 
committee announce that in the Fall they will en- 
deavor to have the course of special instruction in- 
troduced and followed in the Fire Department as 
well as among the Police, thus benefiting both 
branches of the Municipal service at once. The re- 
port indicates that the progress of operations has 
been favorable, and the volunteer physicians, man- 
agers, und patrons have, apparently, every reason 
to look forward to increased usefulness for the or- 
ganization in the future. The work is one of great 
importance in the community, and is worthy of 
hearty support from ail classes of citizens. 

REGRETS TREAT 

The old and new capitals of Egypt form a 
not inapt symbol of the change which has passed 
over the country. Cairo, the old metropolis, though 
its suburbs have been startlingly Parisianized by 
the taste of the late Khédive, Ismar Pasha, stili 
retains the high archways and tall, windowless 
houses, the narrow, tortuous, filthy lanes, the 
squalid crowds, and open, stali-like shops of a gen- 
uine Eastern city. High above it, on a steep, roeky 
bluff only accessible by one winding path, 
tower the strong walls of the citadel, be- 
hind which grim old Mernemet ALI used 
to sit like a spider in its web ready 
to let loose the thunder of 80 heavy guns upon the 
city below at the first whisper of disaffection. 
Ismailia, founded and named by Ismarm Pasha, at 
the junction of the Suez and Sweetwater Canals, 
is one of those dainty little toy towns whieh seem 
to have come bodily out of the firskact of a French 
play. Wide streets, gayly painted houses, trim 
boulevards stud the shore of the Bitter Lake, and 
the Palace of Ismailia is no frowning fortress, but 
an ornamental white mansion very much like an 
Italian hotel. Two gun-boats anchored in the 
lake could erush with ease any riot in Ismailia, 


but an outbreak in Cairo would be serious indeed. 
en 


Sardines are little fishes preserved in oil. 
So much everybody knows, but few of the multi- 
tude who eat them know even whence they come. 
The sardine is a little fellow of the herring family, 
taking his name from theisland of Sardinia in the 
Mediterranean. The best preserved specimens of 
him come from the French coast, not in the Medi- 
terranean, but north from Spain to the English 
Channel. About April 1 the old-fashioned smacks, 
manned by four men and a boy, begin work, and 
after May 1 the tish move northward, increasing in 
size and giving its turn to each station along the 
west coast. The process of putting up the fish is 
simple. After sorting they are putin baskets of 
twined wire and cooked in caldrons of boiling oil; 
then they are packed “as tight as a sardine” in 
their little boxes, hot ofl is poured over them, and 
the sealing, after eareful expulsion of air. completes 
the work. The nearness of the factory to the 
place where the “catch” is, and the qual- 
ity of the oil used, determine the quality 
of the fish. If they must be carried 
far before boiling, packing in salt is necessary, 
which toughens the flesh and gives the tiny bones 
more consistency and resistance than is agreeable 
to the eater; if the oil used is good olive, all very 
well, but ifa cheap trade is catered for, or if the 
packer is greedy, he may use “ arachidi,”’ or pea- 
nut oil, or the oil expressed from cotton-seed, this 
disagreeable stuff being more or less sold as lin- 
seed-oll for paints, and being largely used as a sub- 
stitute for, or adulterator of, the much dearer olive. 
The city of Bordeaux has a dozen large firms in the 
sardine trade, and these support the great facto- 
ries. In 1879, a year of remarkable abundance for 
this fishery, a single boat not uncommonly brought 
in 25,000 to 80,000 sardines in a day, at from 30 to 40 
cents per 1,000; in that year, 600,000 cases, contain- 
ing 100 ‘‘quarter-boxes,” were produced, and a 
part of this is still held in stock, being deemed of 
better quality than that of subsequent years. In 
1880 and 1881, the paeking was 450,000 and 350,000 
cases of 100 quarter-boxes respectively, estimated 
as worth $8 per case. A severe Winter is always 
followed by a poor season, and a good season is 
therefore expected to follow the mild Winter lately 
ended. Packers are thought to have been losing 
money of late years, the costof the fish having 
been high, although the market prices of the cured 
fish have deelined, in consequence, it is said, of the 
superior quality of canned lobsterand salmon from 
this country, which is becoming a favorite food in 
Europe. In 188i, Bordeaux sent to the United 
States sardines to the vatueof $489,429, against 
$676,386 in 1880. 
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GRATTAN carried the judicial as well as the 
legislative independence of Ireland, but the one as 
well as the other was repealed at the Union, so 
that for 81 years the House of Lords has been the 
supreme court of appeal for Ireland. Some 2% 
years ago Sir James PaRk#, an eminent Judge, 
was raised to a peerage for life with a view to giv- 
ing him a seat in the House of Lords, and thus 
strengthening the supreme tribunal. But the 
Tories raised such a howl about the unconstitu- 
tionality of life peerages that the oreation was 
quashed. Ultimately the thing had to be done or 
the existence of the House of Lords as a court of 
appeal could mot have been protracted. An act of 
1878, therefore, provided for the appointment of 
three Judges of Appeal, who receive salaries of

RECENT DISCOVZRIES ABROAD. 
—_—_.__— 

Near Hampstead, England, in a heap of 
dust and refuse, have been discovered human re- 
mains that appear to be Egyptian. They consist 
of a foot, a hand, and a part of a forearm, all care- 
fully bandaged. Minutely examined by several 
medical men, the bandages are declared to be 
such as were employed in Egyptian embalming. 
Some resinous material had also been used on the 
remains. One of the theories started to aceount 
for the discovery is that the remains were taken 
to England by some traveler who carelessly per- 
mitted them to find their way into a dust-bin, 
whence they were carried to the brick-fleld neat 
Hampstead in the ordinary course of a dustman’s 
business. 


Recent discoveries of amber in and near 
Berlin have been so promisingly large that predic- 
tions are made that the region will yet become a 
competitor of the amber fishing stations along the 
shores of the Baltic. Near what is called the port, 
a large deposit has been found, and in the Gen- 
thiner-strasse during a single week more thana 
hundred well-sized pieces were dug up. In the 
Landgrafer-strasse, in ancient alluvial soil, about 
12 feet down, a systematic bed of amber was 
found. Not far from the city another discovery 
has also been made. Berlin is known to be bnilt on 
sand, and considerable surprise is expressed that 
amber should turn up init, and especially that Its 
presence should have remained unknown until this 
late day. 


A curious incident is related in connection 
with the finding, a few weeks ago, near the Porta 
Pia, in Rome, of a fine reclining statue of Endymion. 
A Mr. Spithover had sold the land on which it was 
found to a certain master builder on condition that 
all archeological objects found there should be re- 
served to him. When the statue came to light the 
builder, however, made no mention of % to Mr. Spit 
hover, who, accidentally. some days afterward, 
heard of it froma workman employed on the 
grounds. Going to the proper official, Mr. Spit- 
hover had the statue speedily restored to him. 
Nothing in the statue when found was injured ex- 
cept the nose, but the builder in order to get it out 
of its piace quickly had broken off the legs. For- 
tunately the restoration of these legs wili not be 
difficult. 


Assisted by two eminent German architects, 
Dr. Schliemann has begun the new excavations at 
Hassarlik, in which are employed 150 workmen. 
In the burned stratum two distinct cities have been 
already uncovered, and Hassarlik turns out to have 
been the Acropolis of the lower one of the two. 
This latter fact is proved by the walls, by the pot- 
tery, and by two vast brick buildings, one them 
40 feet broad by 100 feet long, the other 23 feet by 
something less than 100 feet, both buildings having 
been temples. The walls of this city now appear 
in very imposing forms. They rest on a substruc- 
ture of large blocks 33 feet high, and are of brick. 
Within the temples have been found many copper 
nails, weighing in all from 1,000 to 1,190 grammes. 
The third city, which has been heretofore identified 
as the Homeric Troy, is found to have had but very 
small houses, and no lower town at all. 

Dr. Brugsch Pasha, the well-known Egypt 
ologist, recently lecturedin Vienna on the most 
recent discoveries in the Nile country, especially 
the finding of the Theban antiquities and the in- 
scriptions in the pyramids. He said that throagh 
all antiquity could be traced a spirit of reverence 
toward the dead. Among the Fgyptians three 
laws were prominent in religion, the first of which 
was to praise and thank God, the second to love 
all mankind, and the third to honor the dead, 
Hence their dead were buried with great solemnity 
and ceremony. The Egyptians, however, were not 
the grave and gloomy people they are commonly 
represented to have been, but were extremely 
cheerful and fond of enjoyment. Of this he found 
proof in an inscription on the tombof a womaa 
who died in the year 25B.C.: “Ob, my brothers, 
my spouse, my friends,” she is represented as say- 
ing, ** drink, love, and be joyful, for the dead are 
dead, and for them there isno return nor union 
with the living,* 
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DEFENDING THE MALLEYS 


JHE LAST WITNESS CALLED IN 
THEIR BEHALF. 

OR, F. W. HARRIS, OF BOSTON, UNHESITAT- 
INGLY ASSERTS THAT JENNIE CRAMER 
DIED OF DROWNING, NOT POISONING— 
HEH WITNESSES FOR THE PROSECUTION 
IN REBUTTAL. 


New-Haven, June 22.—The Malley trial 
was resumed this morning, and Dr. Francis W. 
Harris, of Boston, the last witness for the defense, 
was Called to the stand. He said that he was Med- 
}eal Examiner for Suffolk County, Mass., and that 
It was his duty to examine into al! cases where 
Heath was supposed to have resulted from vio- 
lence. In the Harvard Medical School the witness 
holds the position of Demonstrator of Medical 
Legal Examinations. He said that during the past 
five years he had examined about 140 cases of 
drowning, and had made about 300 post-mortem 
examinations. He was asked whether he was fa- 
miliar with cases of arsenical poisoning. State 
Attorney Doolittle objeeted, on the ground that it 
had been announced that the witness was called 
enly to testify in regard to drowning cases. The 
question was admitted, and the Doctor said he 
was familiar with the action of arsenic on the nu- 
man system. 

The following question was then read to the 
‘witness by Mr. Jones: ‘Suppose that on the 6th 
day of last August—a hot day—the body of a girl 
Bbout 21 years of age was found floating in the 
waters of Long Island Sound, a few feet from the 
Bhore; that it was taken out of the water 


by grappling it about the waist, and in being 
taken to the shore the head and feet were hanging 
downward; that is, being laid upon the beach, it 
was inclined to one side, and im that position laid 
about two hours; that while in that position blood 
flowed from the nose; that then the body was 
carted in a wagon one mile to the Morgue; that at 
the Morgue there was a superficial external exam- 
ination made and the body turned over; that it 
‘Was then placed in a wagon by an undertaker and 
carted four miles the same day to an undertaker's; 
that at the undertaker’s the body was stripped, 
washed, and turned over three or four or more 
times and then packed in ice—all this on 
the 6th of August. I want to suppose 
further, that on the 8th of August, about 
noon, a post-mortem was made, and at 
that time the face and neck were of a dusky red 
color; that all of the internal organs were normal 
hod healthy except the brain, which was slightly 
rongested. I want also to suppose that there was 

o inflammation of the stomach; that the liver and 

“yh presented no unusual appearance; also 
that there were no evidences of decomposition 
on the body, that there was no water 
- the lungs or stomach, but that there was about 

alf a pint of reddish colored fluid in each of the 

leural cavities, that there was mucous froth in 
he trachea, and also in the trachea—about one- 
hird the way down—about 100 particles of sand. 
Suppose also that there was no fluid in the ab- 
fominal cavities; that a subsequent chemical analy- 
is of the body showed the presence, by estimate, 
n the whole body, of 31-10 grains of arsenic: that 
the liver contained .2 of a grain, the kidneys .0v9 
of a grain, the brain .075, the lungs and spleen .17 
of agrain, while the ameunt in the stomach and 
Intestines was .46 of a grain. Suppose, also 
that the stomach contained partially digested 
ood—fat and lean’meat, mushrooms and buckle- 
erries. Now, Doctor, on this state of facts I want 
you to tell the jury what, in your opinion, was the 
pause of death.” 

Dr. Harris answered: “My cenclusion would be 
that the person died from the effects of drowning. 
If I have followed the question correctly, the 
organs of the body were healthy, showing that 
death did not come from natural causes. This 
leaves the cause of death between two thing:— 
arsenical poisoning and drowning. Of these two 
— I should say death was caused by drown- 

me 

Q.—Have you any doubt about it? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Had the arsenic in the stomach and intes- 
tines—.046 of a grain—anything to do with the fatal 
Issue in the case, there being no inflammation in 
those organs? A.—None whatever. Arsenic, 
When it produces a fatal effect, must do so either 
by causing a violent inflammation or by the effect 
npon the other organs of the system after it has 
been absorbed. The fact that arsenic was in the 
stomach and intestines showed it had not been 
absorbed, and could have no effect on the re- 
mote organs and tissue. It created no loeal in- 
flammation in this case; therefore the influence of 
that particular arsenic on the result was nothing. 

Dr. Harris was asked to state the appearances 
to be expected in cases of death by drowning, and 

aid: “ The appearances vary according to the 
ength of time that has elapsed since death. In 
ordinary cases I should expect to find goose-flesh, a 
rothing matter about the mouth and nostrils, and, 
n alarge proportion of cases, the air vessels of the 
ungs filled with a reddish fluid. I should expeet 
nh most cases to find matter in the stomach and 
the heart overloaded with blood on the right side, 
the Jungs and windpipe showing a redness of the 
mucous membrane and containing a frothy ma- 
cus; the blood inthe body would be dark and 
fluid: the liver, kidneys. and spieen I should ex- 
pect to find overloaded with blood.” 

Ct ogee that no water was found in the 
body of a drowned person two days after the body 
‘was taken from the water, how would you account 
for its absence’ A.—There might be drainage 
from the lungs by the handling of the body or in its 
transportation. If the head were lower than the 
rest of the body and the body was turned over, it 
would have a tendency to drain it, 

Q.—Have you been at Sayin Rock? A.—I was 
there last evening, and went out on the pier to the 
second landing. 

Q.—Suppose a girl should fall or dive off that 
pier with sufficient force to stun her, what, im your 
opinion, would be the amount of struggling and 

ow mach water would you expect to find in the 

ungs and stomach? A.—If she were stuuned there 
would be littie, if any, struggling, and I shouid not 
expect to find much water in the stomach. 

Q.—If a person ate steak and mushrooms on & 
Thursday morning, was alive on Friday night, and 
was found deadon Saturday morning, would you 
expect to find traces of Thursday's meal in the 
stomach? A.—No, Sir; it would be most extraor- 
dinary. Ishould expect to find no traces of mush- 
rooms 36 hours after the meal. ‘ 

Q.—In cases of a fatal dose of arsenic would you 
expect to find anything in the stomach—woald 
there not be vomiting? A.—I should certainly ex- 
pect there would be vomiting. 

Mr. Doolittle—You would expect a person who 
book arsenic to vomit; but if you sat by the person 
’rom the time he took it until he died and he did 

ot vomit, you would consider that good evidence 

hat there was no vomiting in the case, wouldn’t 
you? A.—I should. 

Q.—Suppose the body of a person was found in 
the water with none of the symptoms of drown- 
ing except perhaps a little reddish fluid in the 
pleural cavities, and with the track of a pistol ball 
clear through the head. What would you say was 
the cause of deathy A.—It would seem like an 
nbsurdity to say that the pistol-shot had not caused 
death, and still such might be the case. In all 
cases of bodies found in the water where there is 
apalpable cause of death outside of drowning, 
and no specially marked indications of drowning, 
the natural presumption would be that death did 
not result from eer. 

The first witness called by the State in rebuttal 
was George K. Kelsey, a member of the West 
Haven jay of inquest. He assisted to place the 
body of Jennie Cramer in the wagon when it was 
taken up from the beac He said: “ While on 
the beach the head was the highest. In taking it 
to the wagon the face was upward, and it was laid 
In that position in the wagon.

Dr. Wooster Beach testified that he was a physi-

‘Coroner of New-York. “I have made,’’ he said, 
“examinations of about 15,000 persons, 2,000 of 
whom were subject of autopsies, oe propor- 
tiop being drowned persons. In all cases of 
drowning I expect/to find more or less serum in the 
‘pleural cavities after decomposition sets in. If 
‘water had escaped by drainage from the meuth of 
p drowned person 1 should still expect to find 
pome water in the lungs. They are in the nature 
bf a sponge and all the water would not escape. I 
consider the full inflation of the lungs as a sign of 
drowning.” 

In cross-examining the witness Mr. Jones read a 
hypothetical question detailing some of the circum- 
stances attending the condition of Jennie Cramer's 
body, and asked if the finding of frothimg mucus 
in the windpipe would not be regarded as evidence 
of drowning. The witness replied that the frothy 
ymucus did not amount to much. He should

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 
VIEWS OF THE GEORGIA MEMBER UPON 
THE QUESTIONS TO BE CONSIDERED BY IT. 
From the Atalanta (Ga.) Constitution, June 21. 

Judge John W. H. Underwood, one of the 
members of the newly created Tariff Commission, 
is in the eity, presiding in the Superior Court, in 
the place of Judge George Hiliyer, who is ill. Yes- 
terday a Constitution reporter asked him for his 
views on the tariff Qjiestion and the probable ac. 
tion of the Tariff Commission. He replied: 


‘*T bave no idea what the Tariff Commission will 
do, nor where it will sit, nor when it will meet. 
My views on the tariff question, stated briefly, are 
these exactly: I am in favor of raising the revenue 
to defray the expenses of the Government eco- 
nomically administerea and to pay the eqn debt 
within a reasonable time by duties on the imports. 
This necessarily involves the overthrow of the in- 
ternal revenue system. In levying duties I am in 
favor of levying them upon such articles as we 
make and produce. In levying the duties upon 
those artieles a discrimination should be made in fa- 
vor of a lower duty upon articles that arein common 
use by the great poms bt of the people, and higher 
duties upon such articles as are usually denominated 
luxuries. In adjusting the tariffa free list anda 
comparative free list shonid be made up of articles 
that we neither produce nor manufacture. In do- 
ing all this particular attention must be paid to the 
effect of any tariff upon the agriculture, commerce, 
and mechanic arts. Before any proper revision of 
the present tariff can be made, the tariffs that have 
heretofore existed must be fully examined, the 
amount of revenue raised, and upon what raised, 
and the effeet upon the prosperity of the coun- 
try. The revision of the tariff does not so much 
involve any particular principle of universal 
application, but to a great extent must be con- 
trolled by the experience of a country and the ef- 
fect of previous tariffs. Underlying tne whole 
question of the revision of the tariffsis a proper 
adjastment of labor to capital. The interests and 
peace of the country require it. Generally. my 
views upon the tariff may be found in the Whig 
platform of 1844, as defined by Mr. Clay himself, 
aud in Mr. Poik’s letter to Kane, sald to have been 
written in July or August, 1844, and in Polk’s inau- 
gural address on the 4th of March, 1#45.” 

Continuing, Judge Underwood said: ‘ The pres- 
ent tariff was adopted at a time when the national 
debt was very large to meet the exigencies of the 
country, and needs revision, reform, and reduo- 
tion. As to how it will be done, we will be obliged 
to wait until we can get the facts. We will haveto 
go back to the tariff of 1546 and to the amount of 
imports brought into the country, the amount 
of revenue raised by that tariff upon those imports 
and ail the tariffs since that date and the present 
tariff before we can act understandingly upon this 

uestion. But you can see that I am clearly in 

avor of a revision of the tariff. It does not 
always follow,” said Judge Underwood, “that a 
reduction of the tariff on an article works a reduc- 
tion in the price. There is the article of coffee, 
vpon which formerly, I don’t remember under 
what tariff, there was a duty of 80 per cent. Coffee 
was put upon the free list, and immediately the 
Government of Brazil imposed an extra duty, and 
the price remained the same, the Government of 
Brazil getting the revenue and we losing, although 
we paid the same price for our coffee. There 
might many other illustrations given to show 
what a delicate thing the tariff is.” 

On being asked to express himself more fully on 
the internal revenue system, Judge Underwood 
said: “I am utterly opposed to the general system 
of internal revenue. Its operation is to create and 
foster monopolies, and to break down smalier in- 
stitutions, illustrative in this, that as mueh whisky 
is manufactured as was manufactured before the 
imposition of the tax, and it is now made by large 
distilleries that run whisky in a stream as large as 
@ man’s leg, and it destroys the smalier 
distilleries that are scattered about throagh 
the mountains, a business in which the 
people of the mountains, inaccessible to 
the railroads and transportation, have been 
engaged for more than four generations convert-

Excises of this sort have al- 
ways been hurtful to the people. Burns made 
much of his celebrity as a poet by the poem which 
he wrote, in which the lines occurred: 

‘The devil came fiddling through the town, 
And danced away with the excise man.’

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


THE READING ROAD’S CONSOLS—AFFAIRS OF 
OTHER COMPANIES. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 22,—President Gowen, 
of the Philadelphia and Readiug Railroad Com- 
pany, will make public the following to-morrow: 
“The Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany will receive applications for $18,500,000 of the 
first series of the total issue of $160,000,000 bonds 
for the conversion and refunding of existing obli- 
gations into 5 per cent, consolidated mortgage 
bonds, the remainder of the first series, $66,500,000, 


being retained to redeem the consolidated, im- 
provement, general, and income mortgages of the 
railroad company an&@ the divisional coal land 
moortgages of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron Company. When fully issued, the first 
series will constitute a first chaire of the property 
and revenue of the company, the annual interest 
being $4,000,000. According to the circular, the net 
earnings, taking last year’s figures as a basis, will 
show a surplus over interest on the first series after 
the conversion is made of $6,061,888. Price of 
{esue, 98 per cent., or $980 per one thousand-dollar 
bond, vayabie as follows: Forty-nine dollars 
per one thousand-bond on _ application; $49 
per one thousand-dollar bond on_ allotment; 
98 per one-thousand-dollar bond on July 81, 1882;

The railroad com- 
paar operaces a system of 850 miles of railway, em- 
racing the equivalent of 1,725 miles of single track, 
and owns, througn the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coaland Iron Company, an estate of over 90,000 
acres of anthracite coal lands in the United States.” 


DENVER, Col., June 22,—In the United 
States court to-day Judge Halett rendered a de- 
clsien overruling the demurrer which the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé Railway Company 
filed in answer to the Dill of the Den- 
ver and New-Orleans Railway Company prayin 
the court to compel the Santa Fé Road to connec 
and oe rate with them on the Pueblo and 
Denver business, both freight and passenger, 
under the laws of the State which com- 
pels all railroads to connect one with 
another.

The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé will 
file an answer, after which the case will’ be called 
for hearing. 


NEw-HAVEN, June 22,—The annual meeting 
of the stockholders of the Shore Line Railway, 
which extends from this city to New-London, was 
held this afternoon. The Direetors of last year 
were re-elected, with the exception of Arthur 
D. Osborne, who takes the lace of 
Samuel Hemingway, deceased. A dividend of 
4 per cent. was declared, payable July 6, and the 
transfer-books were closed until that day. The 
Directors afterward chose S. B. Crittenden, Presi- 
dent; Ezekiet H. Trowbridge, Viee-Presidemt, and 
Wilbur F. Day, Seeretary and Treasarer. The 
road is one of those leased by the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Rallroad. 


New-OrueEans, June 23.—The Legislature 
to-day passed a general Jaw anthorizing the con- 
solidation of railroad companies in this State; 
also the consolidation of railroad com- 
panies of this State with railroad com- 
panies of other States. It is understood 
that the law was framed to enable the lines recent- 
ly purchased by R. T. Wilson & Co., of New-York 
ranning from New-Orleans to Memphis on the east 
side of the Mississippi River, to consolidate, and 
under it the consolidation of these lines will at 
once be perfected. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, June 22.—The first 
regular passenger train on the Manitoba South- 
western Railway left here to-day for Car- 
man City, a distance of (fifty-one miles, 
A train to-morrow will bring the first cargo of grain 
from Southern Minnesota by rail A large number 
of passengers took advantage of this new avenue 
of traffic.

MURDER OF A CITY MARSHAL—STRUCK BY

CHILI READY TO MAKE PEACE. 


————— 
AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF THE SITUATION 
—A TREATY LIKELY TO BE SIGNED SOON. 


Panama, June 10.—The Chilian Congress 
was called together on the Istinst. It is generally 
believed that the President’s Message will express 
the desire for the conclusion of an immediate 
peace. One of the first measures which the Cabi- 
net will present is that already foreshadowed by a 
recent telegram, namely, for uniting Arica, Tacna, 
and Tarapaca with Chill. The bill, it is thought, 
will pass without opposition, after which will 
come the question of withdrawing the army of 
occupation from Lima. At a banquet given in 
Lima the other evening in honor of Gen. Gana’s 
promotion, Mr. Novoa, the Chilian Commissioner 
in Lima, delivered an address. He said negotia- 
tions were in progress for an arrangement which 
would be satisfactory to all parties. What these 
were, or the basis of the agreement, he regretted 
he could not state, as the negotiations had not 


passed beyond the preliminary stage. The follow- 
ing extract from his speech may be regarded as the 
Chilian official view of the situation: 

“Called by the President to age adelicate and 
difficult mission, [came to Peru, where the Gordian 
knot created by the war could easily have been cut 
if Peru had cared to imitate that great nation which, 
when the legions of ie empire were routed, sorrow- 
fully signed the conditions im by the conqueror, 
to rise great and prosperous as@ republic. Unfortu- 
nately events have not proved in accordance with what 
logic led us to anticipate. Our benevolence has not been 
appreciated, although a handful of our veteran sol- 
diers could have marched unopposed from one end or 
the country to the other. The so-called Magdalena 
Government, in the first place, and then thas 
which has so styled itself in Cajamarca and 
Huaraz, have believed they could emgepe the 
consequences of defeat and obtain vantages 
which even powerful nations have not sought 
in analogous cases. This error directly damages Peru, 
and for that damage those alone are responsible who 
call themselves its leaders, Do not believe, gentie- 
men, that the citizen who directa the destinies of our 
country will allow the fire ef patriotism to cool in his 
breast. You all know him, and that ie sufficient guar 
antee. I have the greatest econidence in him. My 
friendship of seany TOs date, his words or taking 
leave of me, and his letters to me sinee I left our 
country prove that the ideas of the citizen are the 
same as those of the chief of the State. You doubtless 
remember that a ramor was circulated that a foreign 

wer might interfere and place matters in an uncer- 
ain light. That rumor originated with those who, 
finding themgelves too weak to face the situation pre- 
tended to threaten the assistance of an ally they 
sought to cajole into defending them. Later on, when 
that ruse had failed, they ciroulated other false 
rumors originating from the same source. It 
was said that conferences had taken place 
with the representatives of the great Republic of 
the North, and from this the spectre of intervention 
was evoked of which the so-called leaders of Peru 
are gouttaualy dreaming. This was another error. 
Chili declared in solemn documents the conditions of 
peace, and whatever they may be in obtaining them 
she will obey no other Inspirations than those of 

atriotism and her own interests. On the other hand, 
Pre . anxiously desires that the Army 

ould be relieved of its labors; but this relief, in 
onder be enjoyable and worthy of the glory of the 
republic, must be accompanied by an_honorahle and 
complete treaty signed by Peru. The President of the 
republic has given the Minister in Lima instructions 
in harmony with these ideas. I have acted under 
them both In my conferences with the Minister of the 
United States and in the ether acts in whichI have 

articipated. You may be certain | shail never sign a 
reaty which will not satisfy Chili. If Peru desires 
to-morrow that treaty can be signed, and the Govern- 
ment selected will be at once recognized by us. You 
may be satisfied that those who have to cut the Gor- 
dian knot will desoin a manner which will satisfy 
the demands of patriotism.” 


This declaration, the first of an official character 
which has been made in Lim ints to the proba- 
ble early solution of the vexed Pacificauestion. Al- 
though the parties to the negotiation are unknowr 
and much secrecy is observed in what is a matter 
of engrossing public interest, it is believed that the 
Chilian Minister of Foreign Affairs on one side and 
Garcia Calderon, still a prisoner in Chill, on the 
other, are tryiag to find a way out of the difficulty. 
With the annexation of the departments of Peru 
already referred to, Chillan ambition will be satis- 
fied. The question of continued occupation will 
be one for the eoming President of Peru to decide, 
and the moment he feels strong enough to maintain 
his Government, the Chilians will depart for their 
homes. 

From Ayachucho rumors eome that Caceres is 
making great efforts to carry on the war. The 
Church offers property and jewels and the popu- 
Jace demand the sale of all Government property 
to furnish sapplies for the troops. But to the call 
for volunteers only an indifferent response is made, 
and Caceres can scarcely take the field even 
against the bandful of troops at Mollendo. 

Gen. Lynch has issued a deoree effectually gag- 
ging the press. La situacion, a Chilian paper, has 
been suspended. None but Chilians are allowed to 
engage in the publication of ci and 
even they must deposit security for good conduct. 

Late advices from Cerro Azul report an attack 
by Monteneros upon that town. ‘These brigands 
are from Cajiete, and have a couple of field-pieces. 
The inhabitants were holding out as bravely and 
desperately as possible, for they knew their fate if 
they ylelded. The result was not known at last 
aecounts. 

The Chilian authorities have givena written 
promise to the Bolivian Government and the au- 
thorities at Arequipathat the troops landed at 
Moilendo will take no active steps to invade the 
po pe unless they are molested, This is a peace- 
ul sign.

DEGISION AGAINST COMMERCIAL TRAY- 
ELERAS, 

RICHMOND, Va., June 22.—Judge Hughes, of 
the United States Distriet Court, cave his decision 
here to-day in the habeas corpus case of H. T. 
Thornton, sample agent, of Baltimore, who was 
arrested in Norfolk, Va., for seliing by the sample- 
without having paid the State tax assessed upon 
sample merchants. The new Tax law of Virginia 
requires all merchants proposing to sell by 
sample te pay a license tax of $250. This en- 


titles a regular merchant to sell by sample 
by as many agents as he pleases, but he is 
taxed beyond his original stock at the 
rate of $50 for every additional $50,000 worth of 
goods sold. It entitles sample merchants to sell 
only by one agent, and if he employs more he is 
required to pay $50 for every ditional agent. 
There is no distinction made in the text of the law 
between residents and nen-residents. It was con- 
tended that the law, by provisions just stated, in 
effect discriminated against non-resident in favor 
of resident merchants, and was therefore uncon- 
stitutional, but the court held that this was not 
apparent from anything in the law itself, nor in 
the record of the case; nor was it shown by the 
evidence or proofs of any sort, and so far as the 
Judge could conjecture was not true in point of 
fact. The petition was therefore denied, and the 
petitioner ordered to be remanded to the custody

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THE EMBARGO ON TRADE 


SOME SLIGHT RELIEF FROM THE 
EFFECTS OF THE STRIKE. 
fHE STRONG APPEAL OF THE MERCHANTS TO 
THE COMPANIES—WORKING IRREGULAR- 
LY AT THE FREIGHT-HOUSES—STRONG 
CENSURE OF THE EMPLOYERS AND 8YM- 
PATHY WITH THE STRIKERS. 


To put an embargo on the trade of a great 
tity like New-York is to elog the wheels of tne 
tommerece of almost the entire country, and when 
the freight handlers employed on the railroad piers 
along the river-front went out on strike, the busi- 
ness of the Metropolis was paralyzed. Atter the 
long suspension traffic, however, is beginning to 
move again, in an irregular way to be sure, but 
showing that the transportation facilities of the 
great rail routes are not entirely clogged. Freight- 
houses -that had been closed for well-nigh a 
week opened their doors yesterday, and 
it looked very much as if. freight. would 
be received and discharged at every pier on the 
river-front this morning. In fact, it was declared 
that not a house would be closed to-day. While it 
was admitted that the.consignments would not be 
handled with the dispatch which characterized the 
work when performed by the regular hands, it was 
declared that the freight would be taken care of, if 
not in one way then in another, but none would be 
sent back. There seemed to be-a great deal of 
doubt as to the ability of the railroad companies 


and freight lines to handle all the freight 
offered, but there was no hesitancy in believ- 
ing that the doors of the closed freight- 
honses would be opened with a few men 
if needs be, but enough to make a show of business. 
The news of the strike and the demand for help 
has sent a great many idle hands to the piers, and 
they have found plenty to do. 

It is useless to deny that the large shipping 
houses think the handlers employed by the railroad 
companies are poorly oo. The following circular 
was addressed yesterday by business men to the 
Presidents or General Traffic Managers of the New- 
York Central and Hudson River, New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, and New-Jersey Central Rail- 
roads: 

The undersigned beg tocall your attention to the 
serious embarrassment and injury to the trade of this 
City occasioned by the controversy between the rail- 
roads and their freight handlers regarding the ques- 
tion of wages. While not desiring to interfere in the 
management of your business, we feel that a business 
of a public nature like that of railroads should be 
managed with due reference to the general welfare, 
and we desire to impress upon you the absolute neces- 
sity of some action being taken to solve the present 
difficulty as speedily as possible.

The blockade of the trade of New-York has en- 
tailed losses not ouly on the railroads but on the 
shippers and consignees as well. Freight has accu- 
moulated in vast quantities, and it will take some 
time tociear up the sheds that are piled full of 
goods while shipments are waiting to follow those 
that ought to have gone long before this. The em- 
phatic avowal of a number of heavy shippers 
and prominent business men that the handlers 
Bhould be ailowed the advance has not been 
without effect on the railroad companies. 
An officer of the Erie Railway intimated 
to a member of one of the great dry goods houses 
that an increase would be granted the Ist of July. 
Superintendent J. M. Toucey, of the New-York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad, was asked yes- 
terday if the demands of the strikers would be 
acceded to by his road. Mr. Toucey declared that 

- the men had no right to sirike. If they wanted an 

advance they should have asked for it. If they did 
not get it, then they would have been free to leave 
their work. Mr. Toucey said that when rents and 
provisions went up wages would have to be fixed 
to correspond, but he would not say that he meant 
by that that the railroads were going to make an 
increase in the pay of the men. Mr. Toucey said 
that he could secure all the help he wanted, and 
more, too, as for that matter. The old hands were 
eompelled to learn the business and the new ones 
could do the same thing. 

It was said in many places yesterday that the 
strikers would drop back one by one into their 

laces and wait for the advance to come. The 

usiness men were interested in their behalf to a 
great extent, and the railroad companies could not 
very well afford to turna deaf ear to them. Be- 
sides, the men could ill afford to be idle. A large 
proportion of them lived in a hand-to-mouth sort 
of way, and they could not supply bread to their 
babies if they did not find something to do pretty 
soon. Nota few had been compelled to return to 
their work from sheer want. The railroad compa- 
nies, it was said, could not do without the men. 
The pretense ef hiring new men was not a good 
one. They could not supplant men who, many of 
them, had done the work for years. 

The scenes along the river-front yesterday werea 
revetition of those of the day before. Several more 
doors, it was true, were opened, but they helped 
matters very little, as nothing like the amount ef 
freight that was offered could be handied. The 

vier of the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 

ailroad, No. 50 East River, was well cleared up 
esterday. Superintendent Bolender said that he 
fad 21 men at work during the day, and that he 
should put 12 on at night. The men were all regu- 
jar handlers, who came from other parts of tho 

City. They were glad to get places at the pier, 

where steady wages and steady employment were 

given. The stevedore, aman who had worked on the 

pier for years, came back yesterday. He had a 

family to support, and declared he could find no 

better place. The men are paid differentiy and 
work differently here from what they do on other 
piers. The Erie Railway pier, No. 8 East River, 
was opened at 1:30 yesterday afternoon. es | 

Russian refugees were employed. They display 

a great dea! of intelligence and did the work much 

better than the other classes of immigrants, A long 

line of trucks had been standing in South-street 
all day waiting to be unloaded. There was twice 
as much business as usual done at the South-street 
station of the New-York Central and Hudson 

River Railroad, at Piers Nos.4and5. Four barges 

were loaded and sent off during the day. Twen- 

ty-five Italians began work in the Pennsylvania 
house at Pier No. 1 North River at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. They made bad work of it, but 
succeeded in discharging much freight that came 
rom the West. At Pier No. 2, where the 
ouse of the Lehigh Valley Railroad is 
situated, the clerks were taking care of per- 
ishable property and receiving no other kinds of 
freight. Twenty-five Polish Jews were working on 

the Pennsylvania Railroad’s piers, Nos. 4 and 5, 

during the afternoon. They did little except to 

nnload freight that came from the West. It was 
announced that all the Pennsylvania’s houses 
would receive freight to-day. The Baltimore and 

Dhio Transportation Company, a water line, which 

bas been paying 25 cents an hour, took a great deal 

of freight to be shipped from Baltimore by rail. 

There were 100 men at work at the piers of the 
Central Railroad of New-Jersey, Nos. 12, 13, and 
14, and none of them were Italians. Ninety cars were 
loaded and 60 unloaded hey mone The old men, 
the agent said, were coming back. The men said 
they would trust to the company to pay them the 
additional 3 cents. Almost the full force was at 
work at the Pennsylvania Railroad's local freight 
pier, No. .16, and there was only a slight interrap- 
tion of business.. At Starin’s pier no freight was 
refused. Seventy-five laborers and a few Itallans 
were at work at the New-York —— pier, No, 
26, and there was no difficulty in ta ing care of 
the freight. The situation at the Thirtieth 
and Sixty-fifth street yards of the New-York 
Central was virtually unchanged. Long 
lines of trucks stretched out in every direc- 
tion from the great St. John’s Park station. The 100 
Italians inside made little progress. Some of the 
trucks had been standing in the street all the pre- 
vious day and night waiting to be unloaded. 
Trucks that came at 4:30in the morning were not un- 
joaded until5.in the afternoon. The men at the Cen- 
tre-street freight-house continue at work and will 
take no action until the officers of the road respond 
to their application for an increase in their wages, 
The Merchants’ Dispatch Freight Line sent out 
word yesterday that it would take all the cegias

Twenty cents 
an hour was little enough, considering the fact 
that the men did not work all jhe while. 
Mr. H. R. Clarke, of Teft, Weller & Co., said he was 
in sympathy with the men, and thought they should 
be allowed 20 cents an hour, as they asked, At the 
same time he thought they should have made are- 
quest for the advance and given the railroad officers 
a chance to consider it, instead of leaving their 
work. The railroads could not let the appeal go by 
unheeded, especially after putting up rates. Mr. 
Austin, of Austin, Nichols & Co., wholesale grocers, 
said things had come to a pretty pass when a rail- 
road company, employing 800 handlers at one of its 
houses, made 500 shippers, whose trade depended 
on prompt transportation, suffer to save 8 cents an 
heur on its men, By the strike, orders that 
ought to come to New-York had gone 
to Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimore. It 
was not right to turn the business of the whole 
City into confusion and treat the demands with 
contempt. Merchants and manufacturers had in- 
creased the pay of their help, and why should not 
the railroads, to enable the employes to make a 
living. Everything had gone up except the wages. 

A special meeting of the Board of Trade and 
Transportetion has been called for to-day to de- 
cide what steps, if any, should be taken in regard 
to the strike. The large freight shippers through- 
out the City are satisfied that the demands of the 
strikers are not unreasonable when the increase in 
the cost of living is taken into consideration, and 
as a rule they censure the railroad companies for 
the course which the latter had pur- 
sued. Mr. F. B. Thurber, of the firm of 
H. K. & F..B. Thurber & Co., said yesterday 
that all the large mag Sy were sufferers by the 
strike. The delay to their freight caused losses in 
various ways, both to themselves and the pur- 
chasers. of the goods, Mr. Thurber said that if the 
matter eould be righted at once it would give them 
great relief. With a view to taking action in 
the matter, a meeting of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation bad heen called for to- 
day, (Friday,) at which the subject would 
be thoroughly discussed. Mr. Thurber was of the 
opinion that not only the shippers but the public 
were satisfied that the demands of the striking 
freight handlers were just. They simply asked an 
increase of 16 per cent. in their wages, and this 
was only made in order to secure a proper amount 
of the necessities of life, for the cost of provisions 
and clothing, as well as rents, had been raised. But 
on the other hand the companies have recently sent 
word to the merchants that on _ 1 the rates for 
Western-bound freights would be increased. This 
increase would be from 83 to 50 per cent. These 
demands of the companies were far greater even 
in proportion than were those of the treight hand- 
lers. The latter made their demanas be- 
cause they were forced to it by the increased 
cost of living, whereas the railroad companies 
were raising their freights simply because they 
had the power to dictate terms to the shippers. 
The shippers were greatly worried at the increased 
freight rates which would have to be paid after the 
first of next month. The action of the companies 
in raising their freight rates and refusing to raise 
the pay of the men who handled the goods was in- 
consistent. Mr. Thurber thought it strange under 
such circumstances the companies should pro- 
nounce the demands of the freight handlers extor- 
tionate. If the companies eould prove that such 
was the case, he would be satisfied with their 
course in holding out against the men; but he did 
not think that they would be able to do this, and 
therefore he favored the strikers, whose demands 
were far more modest than those of the companies. 

Mr. Robinson, of the firm of H, B. Claflin & Co., 
said that they, in common with all the large ship- 
pers, were suffering from the strike. It was im- 
possible for them to ship their goods, and although 
it was not the busy season of the year they were 
anxious to have what goods they did sell deliv- 
ered to the purchasers as speedily as possible. It 
was an outrage onthe public, Mr. Robinson contin- 
ued, that the railroad companies had allowed 
the strike to assume the proportions whieh 
it had. If there was any legal way 
by which the companies could be made 
to suffer for the eourse which they had pursued, 
he, for one, would favor prosecuting them. Claflin 
& Co. had received very extensive orders from the 
South-west and South for goods to be delivered by 
July 1, in order to save the purchasers the increased 
cost of transportation. As it was, these orders 
could not be filled at present. It would be entirely 
optional with the purchasers whether they ac- 
cepted the goods if sent at the increased freight 
rates afterJuly 1. 

Atthe New-York Mercantile Exchange it was 
stated that perishable goods were allowed the 

reference, and at some depots only this (class of 

reight was being shipped. None of these goods, 
however, were yet reported to have spoiled while 
awaiting transportation. In many instances the 
shippers were obliged to turn out their clerks and 
other employes to handle the goods at the depots 
and on the piers. The members of this Exchange 
have been greatiy annoyed by the strike, but so 
far their losses have been small, owing to the 
fact that perishable goods were given the prefer- 
enee. The majority of the members individually 
favored the strikers, whose demands they regard- 
ed as just. As a body they had, earlierin the 
strike, expressed themselves officially as anxious to 
have the difficulty between the railroad companies 
=< the freight handlers settled as speedily as pos- 
silbdie. 

A meeting of the strikers was held at Barrigan’s 
Hali, Hudson and Desbrosses streets, last night, 
over which Patriek McCarthy presided. It was 
resolved that the men should parade at 10 o'clock 
this morning, It was determined that they should 
start from the Battery, proceed through West, 
Desbrosses, Hudson, Laight, Variok, Beach, Hud- 
son, Worth, Broadway, Nassau, and Broad to the 
Battery. A motion to have a band of music anda 
banner, on wnich should be inscribed the demands 
of the handlers, was unanimously adopted. At 
this point some one in the back end of the hall 
shouted that a murder had been committed on a 
pier. Much excitement prevailed, but the Chair- 
man counseled them to stay in the hall in order 
that the eause might not be injured, and all 
remained, Luter it was announced that the deed 
was donein a saloon. Another meeting will be 
held to-night. 

At midnight Laight-street, from St. John’s Park 
to Canal-street, was jammed with loaded trucks. 
The horses had been removed and the loads 
allowed to remain, in order that the placein the 
line might not be lost. Cheeks were given out yes- 
terday, and the drivers drove up as their numbers 
were called out. Heavy losses were said last night 
to have been caused in fruit, vegetables, and fish 
by the inability to ship. 

The brakemen, switchmen, and brakemen on the 
dummy enginesinthe St. John's Park, Thirtieth- 
street and Sixty-fifth-street yards and houses of the 
New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad, ata 
secret meeting Wednesday night, resolved to ask 
for an advance of $5 a month in their wages, which 
were $55, $50, and $45, respectively. At 9o’elock 
yesterday morning they made the demand of 
Freight Superintendent F. A. Haskell, and said if it 
was not acceded to by noon they would 
quit work. Tie men were urged to 
keep at work the remainder of the day. At 6 
o’clock the inorease was allowed tothe brakemen 
and the brakemen on the dummy engines, and 
thus a strike was averted. The switchmen 
neglected to send a committee to represent them, 
and their case, consequently, did not receive con- 
sideration. One hundred men are employed in 
the three capacities.

THE ELEVATED TAX BILL VETOED. 
CITY., OFFICERS . WELL , PLEASED—LAWYERS 


WHO WERE EVIDENTLY NOT HAPPY. 

Gov. Cornell yesterday vetoed the bill re- 
lating to the elevated railroad taxes. The memo- 
randum giving his reasons for withholding his ap- 
proval reads: ‘Objections to the enactment of 
this measure have been made by the Mayor, Con- 
troller, and Corporation Counsel of the City of 
New-York, which appear to be well founded and 
sustained. The courts are now dealing with the 
principal questions involved, and it is far better 
that a solution should be reached by judi- 
cial determination than by the arbitrary 
legislation proposed in this bill.’ When 
the report of the veto reached this 
City yesterday afternoon, the news was. received 
with many expressions of satisfaction among the 
Municipal officers who had fought the bill while it 
was pending in the Legislature and had deluged 
the Governor with arguments against his permit- 
ting it.to become alaw. Mayor Grace had left his 
office when the news came from Albany, but the 
opinion was expressed by the attachés of the office 
that Gov. Cornell had done a wise thing. Con- 
troller Campbell, who labored earnestly to prevent 
the obnoxious measure from becoming law, said 


that he had oo his views on the general subject 
so often that there was nothing to add. He was 
very glad the Governor had seen fit to disapprove 
of the bill, and he heartily concurred with the 
opinion of Mr. Cornell that, as the matter was now 
in the courts, it would be better to let the courts 
settle the dispute without interference by 
arbitrary legislation. Of course, Controller 
Campbell added, litigation was slow work, and 
it would probably be a long time before the suits 
would be finally settled. Mr. Campbell had no 
doubt, however, that the City would win in the 
litigation, and the result would be that a great 
deal of money would be collected from the ele- 
vated roads and turned into the City Treasury. 
Mr. Campbell would have been glad if the Legisla- 
ture had passed the tax bill as it was originally in- 
troduced and advocatea by the Mayor and Con- 
troller, but with the interpolated clause in favor 
of the elevated railroads inserted, he was pleased 
with the Governor’s veto. He had been so con- 
vinced that the bill ought to be vetoed that from 
the first he had not been able to see how the Gov- 
ernor could do anything else than dectine to sign it. 

A reporter of Tut Times called yesterday after- 
noon at the office of Field, Dorsheimer, sacon & 
Deyo and «sked for Mr. David Dudley Field. A 
consequential young man said that Mr. Field had 
gone to Massachusetts. The reporter then asked 
for Mr. Bacon. The consequential young man said

The reporter then asked 
for Mr. Deyo, and was ushered into Mr. Deyo’s 
presence. Mr. Deyo said that the Governor's veto 
settled the bill, but the Manhattan Rallway Compa- 
ny had 12 writs of certiorari, touching the question, 
awaiting a hearing in the courts. At this point the 
interview was interrupted by the appearance of 
Mr. Bacon, who said snappishly to the reporter, 
“Do you wantto see me’ The latter answered 
that he had called to ascertain what Mr. Bacon 
had to say about the veto. ‘' Nothing!” replied 
Mr. Bacon; “the Governor has vetoed the bill, 
and we can do nothing about it. The Legislature 
has adjourned, bas it not, Mr. Deyo? We have 
12 writs of certiorari in court, but they 
are matters of record, and the newspapers 
know as much about them as we do, so why shouid 
you come down here to take up our time?’ The 
reporter said that neither Tur Times nor himself 
had any desire to “take up’’ Mr. Bacon’s valuable 
time, but it was manifestly impossible for Tre 
Trates to know until told se that Mr. Bacon had 
nothing to say. “‘I was tuid,” said Mr. Bacon, 
“that you wanted to see me, and J have come ont 
here to see you."’ The reporter expressed a deep 
sense of obligation forthe courtesy. and Mr. Bacon, 
with some confusion, turned the subject of conver- 
sation by saying that he wished to speak privately 
with Mr. Deyo.

MUSTERED ON GOVERNOR'S ISLAND 
ANNUAL REVIEW AND INSPECTION OF THE 
SEVENTY-FIRST REGIMENT. 

Governor’s Island was invaded by the Na- 
tional Guard yesterday and the somewhat tame 
existence led by the inhabitants of the island was 
enlivened by the strains of martial music and the 
evolutions of many soldiers in bright uniforms. 
Col. Richard Vose, commanding the Seventy-first 
tegiment, had obtained permission from Gen. 
Hancock to have the annual inspection and 
muster of his command on the Governmental pa- 
rade ground, and his judgment in selecting so fine 
a spot for the ceremonies was approved by several 
hundred spectators. The regiment assembled at 
its armory at noon and marched to the foot of 
West Thirty-fourth-street, from which it was con- 
veyed on the barge W. H. Vanderbilt, of the Hon. 
Jobn H. Starin’s line, to the island. As the 


regiment marched ina column of fours up the 
hill to the parade ground the guard of United 
States soldiers turned out and presented arms. 
It was nearly 3 o’clock when the parade ground 
was reached, consequently the customary review 
was omitted. The band was sent tothe rear and 
the non-commissioned staff officers to the front, 
after which inspection and muster were begun. 
The companies when not being inspected were 
ordered to stand “in place rest.”” By most of the 
companies the command was obeyed, but the 
curious spectacle was afforded of the two Lieuten- 
ants of G Company leaving the ranks in order to 
converse with some ladies in the shade, Their 
absence was soon noted by Lieut.-Col. Palmer, and 
the Captain of the company, wiping his brow in 
agitation, ran across the field to summon his recal- 
citrant subordinates. The men were well-bebaved 
and looked neat and soldierly. The result of the 
muster was as follows:

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At the close of the inspection the band amused 
the ladies by performinga programme of selec- 
tions in the music-stand opposite Gen. Hancock’s 
residence.

It was expected that 
Gen. Hancock would review the regiment, but a 
prior engagement in the City prevented his attend- 
ance at the ceremony. Among ‘the visiting offi- 
cers were Gen. Mitchell and Paymaster Arthur, 
United States Army; Gen. Alexander Shaler, Col. 
Frank Wrisley, Col. 8. O. Ryder, Capt. Wheeler, 
Col. Rodney €. Ward, of the Twenty-third Regi- 
ment, Brooklyn; Lieut.-Col. Montgomery, of the 
Ninth Regiment, and others. The troops returned 
to their armory at 8 P. M.

CHECKING RAILROAD DISCRIMINATION, 

News reached this City yesterday of an im- 
portant decision affecting railroad interests in the 
West, rendered in the United States District Court, 
in Denver, by Judges McCrary and Hallett. Years 
ago there was a bitter quarrel between prominent 
roads in the West, which was finally settled by a 
tripartite contract between the combatants, the 
parties to which were the Denver and Rio Grande, 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, and the Union 


Pacific Railroads. By the terms of this con- 
tract the three roads were required to give their 
business to each other in preference to any other 
road. This contract was rigidly observed by the 
parties interested, and, it appears, resulted in a 
damaging business discrimination against other 
roads, to which the latter naturally took excep-

Santa 3% Company to do bestness wah a nm the 
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Hallett, who have just decided that the defendant 
must not continue the discrimination created by 
the observance of the tripartite oontract, but 
make the same terms with other roads as with the 
parties to said contract.

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WASHINGTON COINS AND MEDALS. 
THE PRICES PAID YESTERDAY FOR COINS 


FROM THE BUSHNELL COLLECTION. 


The sale of the numismatical collection of 
the late Charles I. Bushnell, which was begun.at 
the.auction-rooms of Messrs. Bangs & Co. on Tues- 
day was. eontinued yesterday, and very satisfac- 
tory prices were again realized, the total receipts 
of the day amounting to $2,735. The highest prices 
of the day were commanded bythe early Wash- 
ington coins, which bear the portrait of the first 
President. One of these, a unique silver half-dol- 
lar of 1792,.one of the most valuable pieces in the 
sale, Was purchased by Mr. L. G. Parmlee, of Bos- 
ton, for $365. Mr. Parmlee also bid in an ex- 
tremely rare coin of the same date and de- 
nomination, of which there are only tour known, 
for $126. Another silver half-dollar of 1792 
was sold to a collector named Harrison 
for $61. The “Roman head” cent of 1792 was 
purchased by the Chapmans, of Philadelphia, 


for $60. The device upon the obverse of this rare 
coin is an undraped bust of Washington, the hair 
being confined by a fillet and tied in a bow with 
long ends. On the reverse an eagle is re ented, 
with the United States shield upon its breast, an 
olive branch in the right talon, and a bunch of ar- 
rows in the ieft. There are only six specimens of 
this coin extant, and they have been sold as high 
as $480. A rare copper cent of the same date, of 
which only five are known, was also purchased by 
the Chapmans for $37; a similar coin was sold for 
$50 and another for $31. A fabricated half-cent of 
1798, of which the reverse is genuine, was pur- 
chased by an out-of-town dealer for $21, and a 
rare cent of 1791 was sold to the same person for 
$27 50. The latter bears upon its reverse side a 
ship sailing to the right, below the legend, “ Liver- 
pool Halfpenny.” The edge is lettered, ** Payable 
in Anglisey, London, or Liverpool,” and the coin 
cost Mr. Bushnell $65. The remainder of the 
Washington pennies were sold at prices ranging 
from a few cents to $17. 

With the exception of the Washington coins the 
sale yesterday was exclusively of medals. Of these 
several hundred were medals of Washington, and 
the highest price was brought by the season medals, 
which are few in number. Each bears upon 
its obverse side an appropriate device of the season 
it represents and upon the reverse a wreath of 
laurel and oak branches, inclosing the words: 
“Second Presidency of George Washington, 
MDCCXCVI.”” These sets are very rare, 
and at the McCoy sale in 1864 a 
similar set was sold for $900. Mr. Bushnell’s set, 
however, only brought $150. Thev were purchased 
by the Chapmans. A medal of 1783, with a half 
length bust of Washington in military costume 
upon its obverse side, which was executed by Ja- 
cob Reich, brought $30. It has previously com- 
manded $105. A unique silver medal, which bears 
upon its reverse side a tablet containing the prin- 
cipal events in the history of America up to the 
time of the Presidency of Washington, was sold 
for $36. Another silver medal bv Reich, whose 
device is jugata busts of Washington and 
Franklin, was purchased by Harrison for $28. A 
brass medal, with a bust of Washington, was sold 
tor $43. A similar silver specimen, which is eon- 
sidered unique, brougkt $40, and two medals bear- 
ing busts and Masonic devices were sold for $33 
and $56 respectively. The Benjamin Franklin 
medals brought small but satisfactory prices, 
the highest price paid being $1750, for 
a bronze medal of 1783. which bore a bust, and 
the inscription ‘* Benj. Franklin, Minst. Plent Des 
Etas Unis, de l’'Ameriq, Sept. MDCCLX XXIII,” and 
is considered unique, The highest prices paid for 
the Lafayette medals were $9 22, and $8 10 for 
specimens of 1834 and 1825, respectively. A num- 
berof medals, which were awarded to officers of the 
Army and Navy during the Revolution, the war of 
1812, the Mexican war, the French difficulty of 1800, 
and the war with Tripoli brought good prices. 
Among these was the Herndon medal, which was 
presented to the widow of Capt. William Lewis 
Herndon, of the United States Navy, by the Srate 
of Virginia. Capt. Herndon was the father of 
President Arthur’s wife. ‘The medal was pur- 
chased by Mr. George W. Cogan, of Brooklyn, for 
$11 50. Another Naval medal was sold for the same 
price to Col. Charles E. Anthon, of the College of 
the City of New-York. The Masonic and medical 
medals brought good prices. The sale to-day in- 
cludes a series of Presidential medals from Adams 
to Grant. ‘The sale will be concluded to-morrow. 
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THE DURYEE ZOUAVES. 
RETURN OF THE VETERAN CORPS FROM ITS 
SOUTHERN TRIP. 

A small body of men with bronzed faces 
marched up Broadway last night and created a 
greater amount of enthusiasm than a parade of a 
regiment in the National Guard would arouse. It 
was the veteran corps of the Duryee Zouaves re 
turning from an excursion to Baltimore. The 
members of the corps wore uniforms similar 
to those worn by the corps during the 
war. In fact, many of them were the 
same uniforms in which their owners were mus- 
tered out of the United States service. The corps 
arrived on a train on the Pennsylvania Railroad at 
10 o'clock. It was met at the Cortlandt-street 
ferry by William D. Kennedy Post, No. 42, 120 men, 
Commander Alonzo Howell commanding; the 
Veteran Zouaves of the Forty-second Regiment, 
New-York Volunteers, 30 men, under command of 
Capt. Thomas F. Sheehan, and the Sons of Veteran 
Post, No. 9, 40 members, Capt. James S, Purdy 
commanding. Headed by a band of music, 
the procession marched up Broadway to Four- 
teenth-street, returning through Fourth-avenue 
to the Junction Hotel. The line of march was well 
defined by burning Greek fire and frequent dils- 
charges of rockets and Roman candles, whilea 
calcium light in the rear of the procession illumi- 
nated the streets between the curbs. Gen. Abram 
Duryee alighted from his earriage at Broadway and 
Cortlandt-street and was greeted with cheers by 
his former command. The Duryee Zouaves, 34 
strong, marched, under command of Major An- 
drew Coats, in two platoons of company front. 
They carried muskets, to which were attached 
murderous looking bayonets nearly three feet 
long, and having double edges. Arrived at their 
head-quarters, the zouaves marched into the din- 
ing-hall, followed by their guests, and sat down to 
supper. At the close of the feast several felicitous 
speeches were made. Gen. Duryee said: “Iam 
proud of you, my boys. Now is your opportunity 
to add to your strength. You ought to turn out 
100 muskets on your next parade.’’ Major Coats 
said that his command had “nothing but words of 

raise for the generous treatment it had received 

rom the Southern people.”

FIRST AID TO THE INJURED. 

The Committee for First Aid to the Injured, 
one of the useful adjuncts of the State Charities 
Aid Association, has just issued its first report. 
The object of the organization is to teach both 
men and women how to treat injured people in an 
emergency before the arrival of a physician or 
surgeon. Since the outset 32 courses of lectures 
have been delivered to men and women. Of these 10 
were pay classes and the remainderfree. Eighteen 
free classes have been formed among shop girls, 
women in tenement-houses, and in working men’s 
clubs. One course of lectures has been given to 
railroad employes at the Grand Central Depot. 
The receipts from the pay classes previously men- 
tioned have been $780in the case of the women 
and $182 in the case of the men. The medical ex- 
aminer has examined 190 persons and issued 132 
certificates, The report makes acknowledgment of 
indebtedness to the surgeons and physicians who 
have volunteered to lecture before the pupils ot the 
classes. A branch committee similar to that whose 
operations are above summarized was recentiy 
started in Orange, N. J. The formation of new 
classes will begin early in October.
